3 ‘And God said, * Let there be light: 
and there was light. 

4 And God saw the light, that it was 
good: and God divided “ the light from the 
darkness. 

5 And God called the light ‘Day, and 
the darkness he called Night. ®And the 
evening and the morning were the first day. 

6 | And God said, ¢ Let there be a ° fir- 
mament in the midst of the waters, and let 
it divide the waters from the waters. 

7 And God made the firmament, * and

11 Now "Abraham and Sarah were old 
and well stricken in age; and it ceased 
to be with Sarah ° after the manner of wo- 
men.

13 And the Lorp said unto Abraham, 
Wherefore did Sarah laugh, saying, Shall 
I of a surety bear a child, which.am old?

28 Peradventure there shall lack five of 
the fifty righteous: wilt thou destroy all 
the city for lack of five? And he said, If I 
find there forty and five, I will not destroy 7. 

29 And he spake unto him yet again,

31 And he said, Behold now, I have 
taken upon me to speak unto the Lorp: 
Peradventure there shall be twenty found 
there. And he said, I will not destroy a 
for twenty’s sake. 

32 And he said, " Oh let not the Lorp 
be angry, and I will speak yet but this 
once: Peradventure ten shall be found 
there. ° And he said, I will not destroy a 
for ten’s sake. 

33 And the Lorp went his way, as soon 
as he had left communing with Abraham : 
and Abraham returned unto his place.

3 And Jokshan begat Sheba, and Dedan. 
And the sons of Dedan were Asshurim, 
and Letushim, and Leummim. 

4 And the sons of Midian; Ephah, and 
Epher, and Hanoch, and Abidah, and El- 
daah. All these were the children of Ke- 
turah. 

-5 GF And’ Abraham gave all that he had 
unto Isaac. 

6 But unto the sons of the concubines, 
which Abraham had, Abraham gave gifts, 
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and °sent them away from Isaac his son, 
while he yet lived, eastward, unto ‘the 
east country. 

7 And these are the days of the years 
of Abraham’s life which he lived, an hun- 
dred threescore and fifteen years.

11 ¢ And it came to pass after the death 
of Abraham, that God blessed his son 
Isaac ; and Isaac dwelt by the * well La- 
hai-rol. 

12 4 Now these are the generations of 
Ishmael, Abraham’s son, ' whom Hagar the 
Keyptian, Sarah’s handmaid, bare unto 
Abraham : 

13 And ™these are the names of the 
sons of Ishmael, by their names, according 
to their generations: the firstborn of Ish- 
mael, Nebajoth ; and Kedar, and Adbeel, 
and Mibsam, 

14 And Mishma, and Dumah, and Mas- 
sa, 

15 “Hadar, and Tema, Jetur, Naphish, 
and Kedemah : 

16 These are the sons of Ishmael, and 
these are their names, by their towns, and 
by their castles; "twelve princes accord- 
ing to their nations. 

17 And these are the years of the life 
of Ishmael, an hundred and thirty and se- 
ven years: and° he gave up the ghost and 
died; and was gathered unto his people. 

18 ? And they dwelt from Havilah unto 
Shur, that is before Egypt, as thou goest 
toward Assyria: and he ° died 4 in the pre- 
sence of all his brethren.

32 And Esau said, Behold, I am / at the 
point to die: and what profit shall this 
birthright do to me ?

34 Then Jacob gave Esau bread and 
pottage of lentiles; and 'he did eat and 
drink, and rose up, and went his way : thus 


Esau despised his birthright.

4 And ‘I will make thy seed to multiply 
as the stars of heaven, and will give unto 
thy seed all these countries ; k and in thy 
seed shall all the nations of the earth be 
blessed ; 

5 } Because that Abraham obeyed my 
voice, and kept my charge, my command- 
ments, my statutes, and my laws. 

6 4 And Isaac dwelt in Gerar: 

7 And the men of the place asked him 
of his wife; and ™he said, She 2s my sis- 
ter: for ® he feared to say, Sheis my wife ; 
lest, said he, the men of the place should 
kill me for Rebekah; because she ° was 
fair to look upon.

8 And it came to pass, when he had 
been there a long time, that Abimelech 
king of the Philistines looked out at a win- 
dow, and saw, and, behold, Isaac was sport- 
ing with Rebekah his wife.

14 For he had possession of flocks, and 
possession of herds, and great store of ° ser- 
vants: and the Philistines * envied him. 

15 For all the wells * which his father’s 
servants had digged in the days of Abra- 
ham his father, the Philistines had stopped 
them, and filled them with earth. 

16 And Abimelech said unto Isaac, Go 
from us; for * thou art much mightier than 
we. 

17 4 And Isaac departed thence, and 
pitched his tent in the valley of Gerar, and 
dwelt there. 

18 And Isaac digged again the wells of 
water, which they had digged in the days 
of Abraham his father; for the Philistines 
had stopped them after the death of Abra- 
ham: Yand he called their names after 
the names by which his father had called 
them. 

19 And Isaae’s servants digged in the 
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valley, and found there a well of ? spring- 
ing water. 

20 And the herdmen of Gerar ? did strive 
with Isaac’s herdmen, saying, The water is 
our’s: and he called the name of the well 
“Esek ; because they strove with him. 

21 And they digged another well, and 
strove for that also: and he called the 
name of it £ Sitnah. 

22 And he removed from thence, and 
digged another well; and for that they 
strove not: and he called the name of it 
® Rehoboth; and he said, For now the 
Lorp hath made room for us, and we shall 
*be fruitful in the land. 

23 And he went up from thence to Beer- 
sheba. 

24 And the Lord appeared unto him the 
same night, and said, >I am the God of 
Abrahamethy father : °fear not, for ‘I am 
with thee, and will bless thee, and multi- 
ply thy seed for my servant Abraham’s 
sake.

7 And I will ' take you to me for a peo- 
ple, and ™ I will be to you a God: and ye 
shall know that I am the Lorp your God, 
which bringeth you out * from under the 
burdens of the Egyptians. 

8 And I will bring you in unto the land, 


concerning the which I did °° swear to, 


give it to Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob; 
and I will give it you for an heritage: I 
am the Lorp. 

9 And Moses spake so unto the chil- 
dren of Israel: ? but they hearkened not 


unto Moses for ‘anguish of spirit, and for,

Js not this the word that we did tell 
thee in Egypt, saying, Let us alone, that 
we may serve the Egyptians? For it had 
been better for us to serve the Egyptians, 
than that we should die in the wilderness. 

13 (And Moses said unto the people, 
1 Fear ye not, stand still, and see the sal- 
vation of the Lorp, which he will shew to 
you to day; “for the Egyptians whom ye 
have seen to day, ye shall see them again 
no more for ever. 

14'°The Lorp shall fight for you, and 
ye shall * hold your peace. 

15 § And the Lorp said unto Moses, 
Wherefore criest thou unto me? speak un- 
to the children of Israel, that they go for- 
ward : 

16 But ‘lift thou up thy rod, and stretch 

out thine hand over the sea, and divide it: 
‘and the children of Israel shall go on dry 
ground through the midst of the sea. 
17 And I, behold, I will “harden the 
hearts of the Egyptians, and they shall

28 And “the waters returned, and * co- 
vered the chariots, and the horsemen, and 
all the host of Pharaoh that came into the 
sea after them; there remained not so 
much as one of them.

20 And the Lorp came down upon 
mount Sinai, on the top of the mount: and 
the Lorp called Moses up to the top: of 
the mount; and Moses went up. 

21 And the Lorp said unto Moses, Go 
down, ’ charge the people, lest they break 
through unto the Lorp ° to gaze, and many 
of them perish.

5 ° And if the servant ° shall plainly say, 
I love my master, my wife, and my chil- 
dren; I will not go out free: 

6 Then his master shall bring him unto 
the “judges; he shall also bring him to 
the door, or unto the door post; and his 
master shall ‘bore his ear through with an 
awl; and he shall serve him for ever. 

7 § And if a man ‘sell his daughter to 
be a maidservant, she shall not go out § as 
the menservants do.

3 If the sun be risen upon him, there 
shall be blood shed for him; for he should 
make full restitution ; if he have nothing, 
then he shall be ‘sold for his theft. 

4 If the theft be certainly * found in his 
hand alive, whether it be ox, or ass, or 
sheep; he shall ‘restore double. 

5 4 Tf a man shall cause a field or vine- 
yard to be eaten, and shall put in his beast, 
and shall feed in another man’s field; of 
the best of his own field, and of the best 
of his own vineyard, shall he make resti- 
tution. 

6 ( If fire break out, and catch in thorns, 
so that the stacks of corn, or the standing 
corn, or the field, be consumed therewith ; 
he that kindled the fire shall surely make 
restitution. 

7 9 Ifa man shall deliver unto his neigh- 
bour money or stuff to keep, and it be sto- 
len out of the man’s house; ®if the thief 
be found, let him pay double.

20 4 And all the congregation of the 
children of Israel departed from the pre- 
sence of Moses. 

21 And they came, every one ‘whose 
heart stirred him up, and every one whom 
his spirit made willing, and they brought 
the Lorp’s offering to the work of the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and for all 
his service, and for the holy garments. 

22 And they came, both men and wo- 
men, as many as were willing hearted, 
and brought bracelets, and earrings, and 
rings, and tablets, all jewels of gold: and 
every man that offered offered an offering 
of gold unto the Lorp. 

23 And “every man, with whom was 
found blue, and purple, and scarlet, and 
fine linen, and goats’ hair, and red skins 
of rams, and badgers’ skins, brought them. 

24 Every one that did offer an offering 
of silver and brass brought the Lorp’s of- 
fering: and every man, with whom was 
found shittim wood for any work of the 
service, brought 7. 

25 And all the women that were ” wise 
hearted did spin with their hands, and 
brought that which they had spun, both of 
blue, and of purple, and of scarlet, and of 
fine linen. 

26 And all the women whose heart stir- 
red them up in wisdom spun goats’ hair.

34 And he hath put in his heart that he 
may teach, both he, and » Aholiab, the son 
of Ahisamach, of the tribe of Dan. 

35 Them hath he ° filled with wisdom of 
heart, to work all manner of work, of the 
engraver, and of the cunning workman, 
and of the embroiderer, in blue, and in pur- 
ple, in scarlet, and in fine linen, and of 
the weaver, even of them that do any work, 
and of those that devise cunning work.

4 And all the wise men, that wrought 
all the work of the sanctuary, came every 
man from his work which they made ; 

® {And they spake unto Moses, say- 
ing, * The people bring much more than 
enough for the service of the work, which 
the Lorp commanded to make. 

6 And Moses gave commandment, and 
they caused it to be proclaimed through- 
out the camp, saying, Let neither man nor 
woman make any more work for the of- 
fering of the sanctuary.

22 And £ Bezaleel the son of Uri, the 
son of Hur, of the tribe of Judah, made 
all that the Lorp commanded Moses. 

23 And with him was Aholiab, son of 
Ahisamach, of the tribe of Dan, an en- 
graver, and a cunning ‘workman, and an 
embroiderer in blue, and in purple, and in 
scarlet, and fine linen. 

24 All the gold that was occupied for 
the work in all the work of the holy place, 
even the gold of the offering, was twenty 
and nine talents, and seven hundred and 
thirty shekels, after *the shekel of the 
sanctuary.

‘14 And of it he shall offer one out of the 
whole oblation for an heave offering unto 
the Lorp, ™ and it shall be the priest’s that 
sprinkleth the blood of the peace offerings. 

15 And the flesh of the sacrifice of his 
peace offerings for thanksgiving shall be 
eaten the same day that: it is offered ; he 
shall not leave any of it until the morning. 

16 But °if the sacrifice of his offering 
be a vow, or a voluntary offering, it shall 
be eaten the same day that he offereth his 
sacrifice: and on the morrow also the re- 
mainder of it shall be eaten: 

17 But the remainder of the flesh of the 
sacrifice on the third day shall be burnt 
with fire.

21 Moreover the soul that shall touch 
any unclean thing, as ‘the uncleanness of 
man, or any “unclean beast, or any * abo- 
minable unclean thing, and eat of the 
flesh of the sacrifice of peace offerings, 
which pertain unto the Lorp, even that 
soul * shall be cut off from his people. 

22 § And the Lorp spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

23 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
saying, ¥ Ye shall eat no manner of fat, of 
ox, or of sheep, or of goat. 

24 And the fat of the’ beast that dieth 
of itself, and the fat of that which is torn. 
with beasts, may be used in any other use: 
but ye shall in no wise eat of it. | 

25 For whosoever eateth the fat of the 
beast, of which men offer an offering made 
by fire unto the Lorp, even the soul that 
eateth it shall be cut off from his people. 

267 Moreover ye shall eat no manner of 
|blood, whether it be of fowl or of beast, in 
any of your dwellings. 

27 Whatsoever soul tt be that eateth any 
manner of blood, even that soul shall be 
cut off from his people. 

28 {And the Lorp spake unto Moses, 
saying,

2* Take Aaron and his sons with him, 
and the garments, and ° the anointing oil, 
and a bullock for the sin offering, and two 
rams, and a basket of unleavened bread ; 

3 And gather thou all the congregation 
together unto the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation. 

4 And Moses did as the Lorp com- 
manded him ; and the assembly was ga- 
thered together unto the door of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation. 

5 And Moses said unto the congrega- 
tion, * This 7s the thing which the Lorp 
commanded to be done. 

6 And Moses brought Aaron and _ his 
sons, °and washed them with water. 

7‘ And he put upon him the § coat, and 
girded him with the girdle, and clothed 
him with the robe, and put the ephod upon 
him, and he girded him with the curious 
girdle of the ephod, and bound 7 unto him 
therewith. 

8 And he put the breastplate upon him : 
also he * put in the breastplate the Urim 
and the Thummim. 

9‘ And he put the mitre upon his head ; 
also upon the mitre, even upon his fore- 
front, did he put the golden plate, the ho- 
ly crown; as the Lorp * commanded Mo- 
ses. 

10 'And Moses took the anointing oil, 
and anointed the tabernacle and all that 
was therein, and sanctified them. 

11 And he sprinkled thereof upon the 
altar seven times, and anointed the altar 
and all his vessels, both the laver and his 
foot, to sanctify them. 

12 And he ™ poured of the anointing oil 
upon Aaron’s head, and anointed him, to 
sanctify him.

13 "And Moses. brought Aaron’s sons, 
and put coats upon them, and girded them 
with girdles, and“ put bonnets upon them ;

14° And he brought the bullock for the 
sin offering : and Aaron and his sons ? laid 
their hands upon the head of the bullock 
for the sin offering. 

15 And he slew it ; 2 and Moses took the 
blood, and put 7¢ upon the horns of the al- 
tar round about with his finger, and puri- 
fied the altar, and poured the blood at the 
bottom of the altar, and sanctified it, to 
make reconciliation upon it. 

16* And he took all the fat that was 
upon the inwards, and the caul above the 
liver, and the two kidneys, and their fat, 
and Moses burned 7 upon the altar. 

17 But the bullock, and his hide, his 
flesh, and his dung, he burnt with fire 
without the camp; as the Lorp *com- 
manded Moses. 

18 4‘ And he brought the ram for the 
burnt offering: and Aaron and his sons 
laid their hands upon the head of the ram. 

19 And he killed a2; and Moses sprin- 
kled the blood upon the altar round about. 

20 And he cut the ram into pieces ; and 
Moses burnt the head, and the pieces, and 
the fat. 

21 And he washed the inwards and the 
legs in water ; and Moses burnt the whole 
ram upon the altar: it was a burnt sacri- 
fice for a sweet savour, and an offering 
made by fire unto the Lorn; "as the Lorp 
commanded Moses. 

22 § And “he brought the other ram, 
the ram of consecration: and Aaron and 
his sons laid their hands upon the head of 
the ram. 

23 And he slew t#; and Moses took of 
the blood of it, and put 7 upon the tip of 
Aaron’s right ear, and upon the thumb of 
his right hand, and upon the great toe of 
his right foot. 

24 And he brought Aaron’s sons, and 
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Moses put of the blood upon the tip of 
their right ear, and upon the thumbs of 
their right hands, and upon the great toes 
of their right feet: and Moses sprinkled. 
the blood upon the altar round about. 

25 * And he took the fat, and the rump, 
and all the fat that was upon the inwards, 
and the caul above the liver, and the two 
kidneys, and their fat, and the right shoul- 
der : 

26 ¥ And out of the basket of unleavened 
bread, that was before the Lorp, he took 
one unleavened cake, and a cake of oiled 
bread, and one wafer, and put them on the 
fat, and upon the right shoulder : 

27 And he put all * upon Aaron’s hands, 
and upon his sons’ hands, and waved them 
for a wave offering before the Lorp. 

28 * And Moses took them from off their 
hands, and burnt them on the altar upon 
the burnt offering: they were consecra- 
tions for a sweet savour: it as an offering 
made by fire unto the Lorp. 

29 And Moses took the breast, and 
waved it for a wave offering before the 
Lorp: for of the ram of consecration it 
was Moses’ ” part ; as the Lorp command- 
ed Moses.

10 "But the fat, and the kidneys, and 
the caul above the liver of the sin offering, 
he burnt upon the altar; "as the Lorp 
commanded Moses. 

11 ° And the flesh and the hide he burnt 
with fire without the camp. 

12 And he slew the burnt offering ; and 
Aaron’s sons presented unto him the blood, 
? which he sprinkled round about upon the 
altar. 

13 4 And they presented the burnt offer- 
ing unto him, with the pieces thereof, and 
the head: and he burnt them upon the al- 
tar. 

14° And he did wash the inwards and 
the legs, and burnt them upon the burnt 
offering on the altar. ; 

15 4° And he brought the people’s of- 
fering, and took the goat, which was the 
sin offering for the people, and slew it, and 
offered it for sin, as the first. 

16 And he brought the burnt offering, 
and offered it ‘according to the “manner. 

17 And he brought “the meat offering, 
and ° took an handful thereof, and burnt 2 
upon the altar, * beside the burnt sacrifice 
of the morning. 

18 He slew also the bullock and the ram 
for ¥ a sacrifice of peace offerings, which 
was for the people: and Aaron’s sons pre- 
sented unto him the blood, which he sprin- 


‘kled upon the altar round about, 


19 And the fat of the bullock and of the 
ram, the rump, and that which covereth 
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Nadab and Abihu burnt by fire.

above the liver : 

20 And they put the fat upon the breasts, 
“and he burnt the fat upon the altar : 

21 And the breasts and the right shoul- 
der Aaron waved * for a wave offering be- 
fore the Lorp; as Moses commanded. 

22 And Aaron lifted up his hand toward 
the people, and » blessed them, and came 
down from offering of the sin offering, and 
the burnt offering, and peace offerings. 

23 And Moses and Aaron went into the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and came 
out, and blessed the people : * and the glo- 
ry of the Lorp Bppbrred unto all the peo- 

le. 
4 24 And “there came a fire out from be- 
fore the Lorp, and consumed upon the al- 
tar the burnt offering and the fat: which 
when all the people saw, ° they shouted, 


and fell on their faces.

16 § And Moses diligently sought ¥ the

17 7 Wherefore have ye not eaten the 
sin offering in the holy place, seeing it 2s 
most holy, and God hath given it you to 
bear the iniquity of the congregation, to 
make atonement for them before the Lorp? 

18 Behold, *the blood of it was not 
brought in within the holy place : ye should 
indeed have eaten it in the holy place, ” as 
I commanded. 

19 And Aaron said unto Moses, Behold, 


*this day have they offered their sin offer-

and if I had eaten the sin offering to day,

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, say- 
ing, * These are the beasts which ye shall 
eat among all the beasts that are on the 
earth. 

3 Whatsoever parteth the hoof, and is clo- 
ven footed, and cheweth the cud, among 
the beasts, that shall yeeat. 

4 Nevertheless these shall ye not eat of 
them that chew the cud, or of them that 
divide the hoof: as the camel, because he

cheweth the cud, but divideth not the hoof ; 
he zs unclean unto you. : 

5 And the coney, because he cheweth 
the cud, but divideth not the hoof; he is 
unclean unto you. 

6 And the hare, because he cheweth the 
cud, but divideth not the hoof; he is un- 
clean unto you. 

7 And *the swine, though he divide the 
hoof, and be clovenfooted, yet he cheweth 
not the cud; ° he zs unclean to you. 

8 Of their flesh shall ye not eat, and 
their carcase shall ye not touch ; ‘they are 
unclean to you. 

9 4° These shall ye eat of all that are 
in the waters: whatsoever hath fins and 
scales in the waters, in the seas, and in 
the rivers, them shall ye eat. 

10 And all that have not fins and scales 
in the seas, and in the rivers, of all that 
move in the waters, and of any living 
thing which is in the waters, they shall 
be an ‘abomination unto you: 

11 They shall be even an abomination 
unto you; ye shall not eat of their flesh, 
but ye shall have their carcases in abomi- 
nation. 

12 Whatsoever hath no fins nor scales 
in the waters, that shall be an abomina- 
tion unto you. 

13 4 * And these are they which ye shall 
have in abomination among the fowls ; 
they shall not be eaten, they are an abo- 
mination : the eagle, and the ossifrage, and 
the ospray, 

14 And the vulture, and the kite after 
his kind ; 

15 Every raven after his kind ; 

16 And the owl, and the night hawk, and 
the cuckow, and the hawk after his kind, 

17 And the little owl, and the cormo- 
rant, and the great owl, 

18 And the swan, and the pelican, and 
the gier eagle, 

19 And the stork, the heron after her 
kind, and the lapwing, and the bat. 
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The creepng things 


20 All fowls that creep, gomg upon all 
four, shall be an abomination unto you. 

21 Yet these may ye eat of every flying 
creeping thing that goeth upon all four, 
which have legs above their feet, to leap 
withal upon the earth ; 

22 Even these of them ye may eat ; * the 
locust after his kind, and the bald locust 
after his kind, and the beetle after his kind, 
and the grasshopper after his kind. 

23 But all other flying creeping things, 
which have four feet, shall be an abomi- 
nation unto you. 

24 And for these ye shall be unclean : 
whosoever toucheth the carcase of them 
shall be unclean until the even. 

25 And whosoever beareth ought of the 
carcase of them ‘shall wash his clothes, 
and be unclean until the even. 

26 The carcases of every beast which 
divideth the hoof, and 1s not clovenfooted, 
nor cheweth the cud, are unclean unto 
you: every one that toucheth them shall 
be unclean. 

27 And whatsoever goeth upon his paws, 
among all manner of beasts that go on all 
four, those are unclean unto you: whoso 
toucheth their carcase shall be unclean 
until the even. 

28 And he that beareth the carease of 
them shall wash his clothes, and be un- 
clean until the even : they are unclean un- 
to you. 

29 { These also shall be unclean unto 
you among the creeping things that creep 
upon the earth; the weasel, and «the 
mouse, and the tortoise after his kind, 

30 And the ferret, and the chameleon, 
and the lizard, and the snail, and the mole. 

31 These are unclean to you among all 
that creep: whosoever doth touch them, 
when they be dead, shall be un¢lean until 
the even. 

32 And upon whatsoever any of them, 
when they are dead, doth fall, it shall be 
unclean ; whether at be any vessel of wood, 
or raiment, or skin, or sack, whatsoever 
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which are unclean.

33 And every earthen vessel, whereinto 
any of them falleth, whatsoever @s in it 
shall be unclean; and™ ye shall break it. 

34 Of all meat which may be eaten, 
that on which such water cometh shall be 
unclean: and all drink that may be drunk 
in every such vessel shall be unclean. 

35 And every thing whereupon any 
part of their carcase falleth shall be un- 
clean; whether it be oven, or ranges for 
pots, they shall be broken down : for they 
are unclean, and shall be unclean unto 

ou. 
ft 36 Nevertheless a fountain or pit, 
“wherein there is plenty of water, shall be 
clean: but that which toucheth their car- 
case shall be unclean. 

37 And if any part of their carcase fall 
upon any sowing seed which is to be sown, 
it shall be clean. 

38 But if any water be put upon the 
seed, and any part of their carcase fall 
thereon, it shall be unclean unto you. 

39 And if any beast, of which ye may 
eat, die; he that toucheth the carcase 
thereof shall be unclean until the even. 

40 And "he that eateth of the carcase 
of it shall wash his clothes, and be un- 
clean until the even: he also that beareth 
the carcase of it shall wash his clothes, 
and be unclean until the even. 

41 And every creeping thing that creep- 
eth upon the earth shall be an abomina- 
tion ; it shall not be eaten. 

42 Whatsoever goeth upon the belly, 
and whatsoever goeth upon all four, or 
whatsoever “hath more feet among all 
creeping things that creep upon the earth, 
them ye shall not eat; for they are an 
abomination. 

43° Ye shall not make your ° selves abo- 
minable with any creeping thing that 
creepeth, neither shall ye make yourselves

44 For I am the Lorp your God: ye 
shall therefore sanctify yourselves, and ? ye 
shall be holy; for Iam holy : neither shall 
ye defile yourselves with any manner of 
creeping thing that creepeth upon the 
earth. 

45° For Iam the Lorp that bringeth 
you up out of the land of Egypt, to be your 
God: "ye shall therefore be holy, for 1 am 
holy. 

46 This is the law of the beasts, and of 
the fowl, and of every living creature that 
moveth in the waters, and of every crea- 
ture that creepeth upon the earth: 

47 * To make a difference between the 
unclean and the clean, and between the 
beast that may be eaten and the beast that 
may not be eaten.

3 And in the ‘eighth day the flesh of his 
foreskin shall be circumcised. 

4 And she shall then continue in the 
blood of her purifying three and thirty 
days ; she shall touch no hallowed thing, 
nor come into the sanctuary, until the days 
of her purifying be fulfilled. 

5 But if she bear a maid child, then she 
shall be unclean two weeks, as in her se- 
paration: and she shall continue in the 
blood of her purifying threescore and six 
days. 

6 And °“when the days of her purifying 
are fulfilled, for a son, or for a daughter, 
she shall bring a lamb * of the first year for

3 And the priest shall look on the plague 
in the skin of the flesh: and when the hair 
in the plague is turned white, and the 
plague in sight be deeper than the skin of 
his flesh, it is a plague of leprosy: and 
the priest shall look on him, and pronounce 
him unclean. 

4 If the bright. spot be white in the skin 
of his flesh, and in sight be not deeper than 
the skin, and the hair thereof be not turn- 
ed white ; then the priest shall shut up him 
that hath the plague seven days: 

5 And the priest. shall look on him the 
seventh day: and, behold, if the plague 
in his sight be at a stay, and the plague 
spread not in the skin; then the priest 
shall shut him up seven days more:

13 Then the priest shall consider: and, 
behold, if the leprosy have covered all his 
flesh, he shall pronounce him clean that 
hath the plague: it is all turned white: 
he is clean. 

14 But when raw flesh appeareth im 
him, he shall be unclean. 

15 And the priest shall see the raw flesh, 
and pronounce him to be unclean : for the 
raw flesh is unclean : it 2s a leprosy. 

16 Or if the raw flesh turn again, and 
be changed unto white, he shall come unto 
the priest ; 

17 And the priest shall see him: and, 
behold, if the plague be turned into white ; 
then the priest shall pronounce him clean 
that hath the plague: he ¢@s clean. 

18 4 The flesh also, in which, even in 
the skin thereof, was a ° boil, and is healed, 

19 And in the place of the boil there be

be turned white, and it be in sight deeper 
than the skin; it as a leprosy broken out 
of the burning: wherefore the priest shall 
pronounce him unclean: it ts the plague 
of leprosy. 

26 But if the priest look on it, and, be- 
hold, there be no white hair in the bright 
spot, and it be no lower than the other 
skin, but be somewhat dark; then the 
priest shall shut him up seven days: 

27 And the priest shall look upon him 
the seventh day: and if it be spread much 
abroad in the skin, then the priest shall 
pronounce him unclean: it is the plague 
of leprosy.

38 4 Ifa man also or a woman have in 
the skin of their flesh bright spots, even 
white bright spots ; 

39 Then the priest shall look: and, be- 
hold, if the bright spots in the skin of their 
flesh be darkish white; it is a freckled

49 And if the plague be greenish or red- 
dish in the garment, or in the skin, either 
in the warp, or in the woof, or in any 
fthing of skin; it is a plague of leprosy, 
and shall be shewed unto the priest :

57 And if it appear still in the garment, 
either in the warp, or in the woof, or in 
any thing of skin; it 7s a spreading plague : 
thou shalt burn that wherein the plague ts 
with fire. 

58 And the garment, either warp, or 
woof, or whatsoever thing of skin at be, 
which thou shalt wash, if the plague be 
departed from them, then it shall be wash- 
ed the second time, and shall be clean. 

59 This ts the law of the plague of le- 
prosy in a garment of woollen or linen, 
either in ate warp, or woof, or any thing 
of skins, to pronounce it clean, or to pro- 
nounce it unclean.

5 And the priest shall command that 
one of the birds be killed in an earthen 
vessel over running water : 

6 As for the living bird, he shall take it, 
and the cedar wood, and the scarlet, and 
the hyssop, and shall dip them and the 
living bird in the blood of the bird that was 
killed over the running water: 

7 And he shall ° sprinkle upon him that 
is to be cleansed from the leprosy ‘seven 
times, and shall pronounce him clean, and 
shall let the living bird loose ° into the 
open field. 

8 And he that is to be cleansed & shall 
wash his clothes, and shave off all his hair, 
» and wash himself in water, that he may 
be clean: and after that he shall come 
into the camp, and ‘shall tarry abroad out 
of his tent seven days. 

9 But it shall be on the seventh day, 
that he shall shave all his hair off his head 
and his beard and his eyebrows, even all 
his hair he shall shave off: and he shall 
wash his clothes, also he shall wash his 
flesh in water, and he shall be clean. 

10 And on the eighth day * he shall take 
two he lambs without blemish, and one ewe 
lamb © of the first year without blemish, and 
three tenth deals of fine flour for |! a meat 
offering, mingled with oil, and one log of oil. 

11 And the priest that maketh him clean 
shall present the man that is tobe made clean, 
and those things, before the Lorn, at the 
door of the tabernacle of the congregation: 

12 And the priest shall take one he 
lamb, and ™ offer him for a trespass offer- 
ing, and the log of oil, and "wave them 
for a wave offering before the Lorn:

All eating of blood is forbidden, 


3 What man. soever there be of the 
house of Israel, *that killeth an ox, or 
lamb, or goat, in the camp, or that killeth 
it out of the camp, 

4 >And bringeth it not unto the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation, to offer 
an offering unto the Lorp before the taber- 
nacle of the Lorn; blood shall be ° imputed 
unto that man; he hath shed blood; and 
that man ‘shall be cut off from among his 
people : 

5 To the end that the children of Israel 
may bring their sacrifices, ° which they 
offer in the open field, even that they may 
bring them unto the Lorp, unto the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation, unto 
the priest, and offer them for peace offer- 
ings unto the Lorp. 

6 And the priest ‘shall sprinkle the 
blood upon the altar of the Lorn at the 
door of the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and ®burn the fat for a sweet savour unto 
the Lorp.

‘have gone a whoring. This shall be a 
statute for ever unto them throughout their 
generations. 

8 § And thou shalt say unto them, 
Whatsoever man there be of the house of 
Israel, or of the strangers which sojourn 
among you, * that offereth a burnt offering 
or sacrifice, 

9 And ' bringeth it not unto the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation, to offer 
it unto the Lorp; even that man shall be 
cut off from among his people. 

10 4 ™ And whatsoever man there be of 
the house of Israel, or of the strangers that 
sojourn among you, that eateth any man- 
ner of blood; "I will even set my face 
against that soul that eateth blood, and 
will cut him off from among his people.

24 And in all the land of your possession 
ye shall grant a redemption for the land. 

25 47 If thy brother be waxen poor, and 
hath sold away some of his possession, and 
if* any of his kin come to redeem it, then 
shall he redeem that which his brother 
sold. . 

26 And if the man have none to redeem 
it, and ‘himself be able to redeem it ; 

27 Then? let him count the years of the 
sale thereof, and restore the overplus unto 
the man to whom he sold it ; that he may 
return unto his possession. 

28 But if he be not able to restore 2 to 
him, then that which is sold shall remain 
in the hand of him that hath bought it un- 
til the year of jubile: * and in the jubile it 
shall go out, and he shall return unto his 
possession. 

29 And if a man sell a dwelling house 
in a walled city, then he may redeem it 
within a whole year after it is sold ; within 
a full year may he redeem it.

30 And if it be not redeemed within the 
space of a full year, then the house that 7s 
in the walled city shall be established for 
ever to him that bought it throughout his — 
generations : it shall not go out in the ju- 
bile. 

31 But the houses of the villages which 
have no wall round about them shall be 
counted as the fields of the country : ° they 
may be redeemed, and they shall go out 
in the jubile. 

32 Notwithstanding ‘the cities of the 
Levites, and the houses of the cities of 
their possession, may the Levites redeem 
at any time. 

33 And if*a man purchase of the Le- 
vites, then the house that was sold, and 
the city of his possession, ° shall go out in 
the year of jubile: for the houses of the 
cities of the Levites are their possession 
among the children of Israel. 

34 But ‘the field of the suburbs of their 
cities may not be sold; for it 7s their per- 
petual possession. 

35 4 And if thy brother be waxen poor, 
and *‘ fallen in decay with thee; then thou 


shalt ** relieve him: yea, though he be a 
stranger, or a sojourner ; that he may live 
with thee. 

36 * Take thou no usury of him, or in- 
crease * but ‘ fear thy God; that thy bro- 
ther may live with thee. 

37 Thou shalt not give him thy money 
upon usury, nor lend him thy victuals for 
increase. 

38 *I am the Lorp your God, which 
brought you forth out of the land of Egypt, 
to give you the land of Canaan, and to be 
your God. 

39 4 And !if thy brother that dwelleth 
by thee be waxen poor, and be sold unto 
thee ; thou shalt not’ compel him to serve 
as a bondservant : 

40 But as an hired servant, and as a

42 For they are °my servants, which I 
brought forth out of the land of Egypt: 
they shall not be sold ” as bondmen. 

43” Thou shalt not rule over him 4 with 
rigour; but" shalt fear thy God. 

44 Both thy bondmen, and thy bond- 
maids, which thou shalt have, shall be of 
the heathen that are round about you; of 
them shall ye buy bondmen and bondmaids. 

45 Moreover of *the children of the 
strangers that do sojourn among you, of 
them shall ye buy, and of their families that 
are with you, which they begat in your 
land; and they shall be your possession. 

46 And ‘ ye shall take them as an inhe- 
ritance for your children after you, to in- 
herit them for a possession ;” they shall be 
your bondmen for ever : but over your bre- 
thren the children of Israel," ye shall not 
rule one over another with rigour. 

47 { And if a sojourner or stranger ° wax 
rich by thee, and * thy brother that dwell- 
eth by him wax poor, and sell himself unto 
the stranger or sojourner by thee, or to the 
stock of the stranger’s family : 

48 After that he is sold ye may be re- 
deemed again; one of his brethren may 
¥ redeem him: 

49 Either his uncle, or his uncle’s son, 
may redeem him, or any that is nigh of 
kin unto him of his family may redeem 
him ; or if* he be able, he may redeem 
himself. 

50 And he shall reckon with him that 
bought him from the year that he was sold 
to him unto the year of jubile: and the 
price of his sale shall be according unto 
the number of years, * according to the

6 And if it be from a month old even 
unto five years old, then thy estimation 
shall be of the male five shekels of silver, 
and for the female thy estimation shall be 
three shekels of silver. 

7 And if tt be from sixty years old and 
above ; if it be a male, then thy estima- 
tion shall be fifteen shekels, and for the fe- 
male ten shekels. 

8 But if he be poorer than thy estima- 
tion, then he shall present himself before 
the priest, and the priest shall value him ; 
according to his ability that vowed shall 
the priest value him. 

9 And if it be a beast, whereof men 
bring an offering unto the Lorp, all that 
any man giveth of such unto the Lorp 
shall be holy. 

10 He shall not alter it, nor change it, 
a good for a bad, or a bad an a good: and 
if he shall at all change beast for beast, 
then it and the exchange thereof shall be 
holy.

22 Then the tribe of Benjamin: and the 
captain of the sons of Benjamin shall be 
Abidan the son of Gideont.

24 All that were numbered of the camp 
of Ephraim were an hundred thousand and 
eight thousand and an hundred, through- — 
out their armies. *® And they shall go for- 
ward in the third rank. 

25 4 The standard of the camp of Dan 
shall be on the north side by their armies: 
and the captain of the children of Dan 
shall be Ahiezer the son of Ammishaddai. 

26 And his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were threescore and 
two thousand and seven hundred. 

27 And those that encamp by him shall 
be the tribe of Asher: and the captain of 
the children of Asher shall be Pagiel the — 
son of Ocran. 

28 And his host, and those that were 
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The sons of Aaron. 


numbered of them, were forty and one 
thousand and five hundred. 

29 { Then the tribe of Naphtali: and 
the captain of the children of Naphtali 
shall be Ahira the son of Enan. 

30 And his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were fifty and three 
thousand and four hundred. 

31 All they that were numbered in the 
camp of Dan were an hundred thousand 
and fifty and seven thousand and six hun- 
dred. * They shall go hindmost with their 
standards. 

32 4 These are those which were num- 
bered of the children of Israel by the house 
of their fathers : ‘all those that were num- 
bered of the camps throughout their hosts 
were six hundred thousand and three thou- 
sand and five hundred and fifty. 

33 But * the Levites were not numbered 
among the children of Israel ; as the Lorp 
commanded Moses. 

34 And the children of Israel did ac- 
cording to all that the Lorp commanded 
Moses : 'so they pitched by their standards, 
and so they set forward, every one after 
their families, according to the house of 
their fathers.

4 And the children of Israel did so, and 
put them out without the camp: as the 
Lorp spake unto Moses, so did the chil- 
dren of Israel.

8 But if the man have no kinsman to 
recompense the trespass unto, let the tres- 
pass be recompensed unto the Lorn, even 
to the priest; beside *the ram of the 
atonement, whereby an atonement shall 
be made for him. 

9 And every *' offering of all the holy 
things of the children of Israel, which 
they bring unto the priest, shall be his. 

10 And every man’s hallowed things 
shall be his: whatsoever any man giveth 
the priest, it shall be * his. 

11 { And the Lorp spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

12 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, If any man’s wife 
go aside, and commit a trespass against 
him, 

13 And a man 'lie with her carnally, 
and it be hid from the eyes of her husband, 
and be kept close, and she be defiled, and 
11118, & BLIS.

15 Then shall the man bring his wife 
unto the priest, and he shall bring her 
offering for her, the tenth part of an ephah 
of barley meal; he shall pour no oil upon 
it, nor put frankincense thereon; for it 2s 
an offering of jealousy, an offermg of me- 
morial, ™ bringing iniquity to remembrance. 

16 And the priest shall bring her near, 
and set her before the Lorp: 

17 And the priest shall take holy water 


in an earthen vessel; and of the dust that 
is in the floor of the tabernacle the priest 
‘shall take, and put @ into the water : 

18 And the priest shall set the woman 
before the Lorp, and uncover the woman’s 
head, and put the offering of memorial in 
her hands, which is the jealousy offering : 
and the priest shall have in his hand the 
bitter water that causeth the curse : 

19 And the priest shall charge her by 
an oath, and say unto the woman, If no 
man have lain with thee, and if thou hast 
not gone aside to uncleanness ° “with ano- 
ther instead of thy husband, be thou free 
from this bitter water that causeth the curse: 

20 But if thou hast gone aside to ano- 
ther instead of thy husband, and if thou — 
be defiled, and some man have lain with © 
thee beside thine husband : E | 

21 Then the priest shall "charge the 
woman with an oath of cursing, and the |

30 Or when the spirit of jealousy cometh 
upon him, and he be jealous over his wife, 
and shall set the woman before the Lorn, 
and the priest shall execute upon her all 
this law.

5 All the days of the vow of his separa- 
tion there shall no °razor come upon his 
head: until the days be fulfilled, in the 
which he separateth himself unto the 
Lorp, he shall be holy, and shall let the 
locks of the hair of his head grow. 

6 All the days that he separateth him- 
self unto the Lorp “he shall come at no 
dead body. 

7 °He shall not make himself unclean 
for his father, or for his mother, for his bro- 
ther, or for his sister, when they die: be- 
cause the ¢ consecration of his God is upon 
his head.

34 And they put him ‘in ward, because 
it was not declared what should be done 
to him. 

35 And the Lorp said unto Moses, * The 
man shall be surely put to death: all the 
congregation shall ' stone him with stones 
without the camp. 

36 And all the congregation brought him

49 ‘That ye may remember, and do all 
my eommandments, and be ?holy unto 
your God.

OW * Korah, the son of Izhar, the son

2 And they rose up before Moses, with 
certain of the children of Israel, two hun- 
dred and fifty primees of the assembly,  fa- 
mous in the congregation, men of renown: 

3 And °they gathered themselves toge- 
ther agamst Moses and against Aaron, and 
said unto them, ° Ye take too much upon 
you, seeing “all the congregation are holy, 
every one of them, * and the Lorp ts among 
them : wherefore then lift ye up yourselves 
above the congregation of the Lorp?

11 For which cause both thou and all 
thy company are gathered together against 
the Lorp: ™and what is Aaron, that ye 
murmur against him ? 

12 { And Moses sent to call Dathan and 
Abiram, the sons of Eliab: which said, We 
will not come up: 

13." Zs it a small thing that thou hast 
brought us up out of a land that floweth 
with milk and honey, to kill us in the wil- 
derness, except thou ° make thyself altoge- 
ther a prince over us? 

14 Moreover thou hast not brought us 
rato Pa land that floweth with milk and 
honey, or given us inheritance of fields and 
vineyards: wilt thou ’ put out the eyes of 
these men? we will not come up.

29 If these men die “the common death 
of all men, or if they be ° visited after the 
visitation of all men; then the Lorp hath 
not sent me. 

30 But if the Lorp? make ‘a new thing, 
and the earth open her mouth, and swal- 
low them up, with all that appertain unto 
them, and they *go down quick into the 
pit; then ye shall understand that these 
men have provoked the Lorp.

2 And thy brethren also of the tribe of 
Levi, the tribe of thy father, bring thou 
with thee, that they may be ‘joined with 
thee, and ‘minister unto thee: but ° thou 
and thy sons with thee shall minister be- 
fore the tabernacle of witness.

‘the charge of all the tabernacle: £ only 
they shall not come nigh the vessels of the 
sanctuary and the altar, " that neither they, 
nor ye also, die.

8 4 And the Lorp spake unto Aaron, 
Behold, ‘1 also have given thee the charge 
of mine heave offerings of all the hallowed 
things of the children of Israel; unto thee 
have I given them *by reason of the 
anointing, and to thy sons, by an ordinance 
for ever. 

9 This shall be thine of the most holy 
things, reserved from the fire: every obla- 
tion of their’s, every *meat offering of 
their’s, and every ‘sin offering of their’s, 
and every “trespass offering of their’s, 
which they shall render unto me, shall be 
most holy for thee and for thy sons.

18 And the flesh of them shall be thine, 
as the " wave breast and as the right shoul- 
der are thine. 

19° All the heave offerings of the holy 
things, which the children of Israel offer 
unto the Lorn, have I given thee, and thy 
sons and thy daughters with thee, by a 
statute for ever: Pit és a covenant of salt 
for ever before the Lorp unto thee and to

20 4 And the Lorp spake unto Aaron, 
Thou shalt have no inheritance in their 
land, neither shalt thou have any part 
among them: ‘I am thy part and thine 
inheritance among the children of Israel. 

21 And, behold, *I have given the chil- 
dren of Levi all the tenth in Israel for an 
inheritance, for their service which they 
serve, even ‘the service of the tabernacle 
of the congregation.

2 This is the ordinance of the law which 
the Lorp hath commanded, saying, Speak 
unto the children of Israel, that they bring 
thee a red heifer without spot, wherein is 
no blemish, * and upon which never came 
yoke : 

3 And ye shall give her unto Eleazar 
the priest, that he may bring her ° forth 
without the camp, and ome shall slay her 
before his face: 

4 And Eleazar the priest shall take of 
her blood with his finger, and ° sprinkle of 
her blood directly before the tabernacle of 
the congregation seven times : 

5 And one shall burn the heifer in his 
sight; “her skin, and her flesh, and her 
blood, with her dung, shall he burn: 

6 And the priest shall take * cedar wood, 
and hyssop, and scarlet, and cast df into_ 
the midst of the burning of the heifer. 

7‘ Then the priest shall wash his clothes, 
and he shall bathe his flesh in-water, and 
afterward he shall come into the camp, 
and the priest shall be unclean uniil the 
even. | 

8 And he that burneth her shall wash 
his clothes in water, and bathe his flesh in 
water, and shall be unclean until the even. 

9 And a man that is clean shall gather. 
up &the ashes of the heifer, and lay them 
up without the camp in a clean place, and_ 
it shall be kept for the congregation of the 
children of Israel * for a water of separa-_ 
tion: it 7s a purification for sin. A 

10 And he that gathereth the ashes of. 
the heifer shall wash his clothes, and be — 
unclean until the even: and it shall be un- | 
to the children of Israel, and unto the, 
stranger that sojourneth among them, for 
a statute for ever. | 

11 4‘ He that toucheth the dead body 
of any “man shall be unclean seven days. | 

12 * He shall purify himself with it on | 
the third day, and on the seventh day he.

shall be clean: but if he purify not him- 
self the third day, then the seventh day he 
shall not be clean. 

13 Whosoever toucheth the dead body 
of any man that is dead, and purifieth not 
himself, ‘defileth the tabernacle of the 
Lorn; and that soul shall be cut off from 
Israel: because ™ the water of separation 
was not sprinkled upon him, he shall be 
unclean ;* his uncleanness is yet upon him. 

14 This ts the law, when a man dieth 
in a tent: all that come into the tent, and 
all that as in the tent, shall be unclean 
seven days. 

15 And every ° open vessel, which hath 
no covering bound upon it, is unclean. 

16 And ”? whosoever toucheth one that is 
slain with a sword in the open fields, or a 
dead body, or a bone of a man, or a grave, 
shall be unclean seven days. 

17 And for an unclean person they shall 
take of the ’4 ashes of the burnt heifer of 
purification for sin, and ‘running water 


shall be put thereto in a vessel : 


18 And a clean person shall take * hys- 


sop, and dip in the water, and sprinkle 


at upon the tent, and upon all the vessels, 


and upon the persons that were there, and 


upon him that touched a bone, or one slain, 
or one dead, or a grave : 

| 19 And the clean person shall sprinkle 
upon the unclean on the third day, and 
on the seventh day : ‘and on the seventh 
day he shall purify himself, and wash his 
clothes, and bathe himself in water, and 


shall be clean at even. 


20 But the man that shall be unclean, 
and shall not purify himself, that soul shall 


_be cut off from among the congregation, 
_ because he hath ‘ defiled the sanctuary of 
the Lorp: the water of separation hath 
not been sprinkled upon him; he és un- 
clean. 

_ 21 And it shall be a perpetual statute 
‘unto them, that he that sprinkleth the wa- 
ter of separation shall wash his clothes ;

murderer, when he meeteth him. 

22 But if he thrust him suddenly 4 with- 

out enmity, or have cast upon him any 
‘thing without laying of wait, 
_ 23 Or with any stone, wherewith a man 
may die, seeing him not, and cast it upon 
him, that he die, and was not his enemy, 
neither sought his harm: 

24 Then "the congregation shall judge 
between the slayer and the revenger of 
blood according to these judgments : 

25 And the congregation shall deliver 
the slayer out of the hand of the revenger 
of blood, and the congregation shall restore 
him to the city of his refuge, whither he

32 And ye shall take no satisfaction for 
him that is fled to the city of his refuge, 
that he should come again to dwell in the 
land, until the death of the priest. | 

33 So ye shall not pollute the land 
wherein ye are: for blood * it defileth the 
land: and ‘the land cannot be cleansed 
of the blood that is shed therein, but * by 
the blood of him that shed it. ! 

34 * Defile not therefore the land which 
ye shall inhabit, wherein I dwell: for »I the 
Lorp dwell among the children of Israel.

2 And they said, The Lorp commanded 
my lord to give the land for an inheritance 
by lot to the children of Israel: and ° my 
lord was commanded by the Lorp to give 
the inheritance of Zelophehad our brother 
unto his daughters. 

3 And if they be married to any of the 
sons of the other tribes of the children of 
Israel, then shall their inheritance be taken 
from the inheritance of our fathers, and 
shall be put to the inheritance of the tribe 
“whereunto they are received: so shall 
it be taken from the lot of our inherit- 
ance. 

4 And when ‘the jubile of the children 
of Israel shall be, then shall their inherit- 
ance be put unto the inheritance of the tribe 
whereunto they are received : so shall their 
inheritance be taken away from the in- 
heritance of the tribe of our fathers. 

5 And Moses commanded the children 
of Israel according to the word of the Lorp, 
saying, The tribe of the sons of Joseph 
‘hath said well.

7% So shall not the inheritance of the 
children of Israel remove from tribe to 
tribe: for every one of the children of Is- 
rael shall °* keep himself to the inheritance 
of the tribe of his fathers. 

8 And * every daughter, that possesseth 
an inheritance in any tribe of the children 
of Israel, shall be wife unto one of the fa- 
mily of the tribe of her father, that the 
children of Israel may enjoy every man the 
inheritance of his fathers.

walls, gates, and bars; beside unwalled 
towns a great many. 

6 And we utterly destroyed them, as we 
did unto Sihon king ‘of Heshbon, utterly 
destroying the men, women, and children, 
of every city. 

7 But all the cattle, and the spoil of the 
cities, we took for a prey to ourselves. 

8 And we took at that time out of the 
hand of the two kings of the Amorites the 
land that was on this side Jordan, from 
the river of Arnon unto mount Hermon; 

9 (Which * Hermon the Sidonians call 
Sirion; and the Amorites call it ® She- 
nir ; 

ri ‘All the cities of the plain, and all 
Gilead, and ‘all Bashan, unto Salchah 
and Edrei, cities of the kingdom of Og in 
Bashan. 

11 ‘For only Qg king of Bashan re- 
mained of the remnant of ™ giants ; behold, 
his bedstead was a bedstead of iron; is it 
not in *® Rabbath of the children ‘of Am- 
mon ? nine: cubits was the leneth thereof, 
and four cubits the breadth of it, after the 
cubit of a man. 

12 And this land, which we possessed at 
that time, °from Aroer, which is by the 
river Arnon, and half mount Gilead, and 
?the cities thereof, gave I unto the Reu- 
benites and to the Gadites. | 


13 4 And the rest of Gilead, and all Ba- 


shan, being the kingdom of Og, gave I unto 
the half tribe of Manasseh; all the region 
of Argob, with all Bashan, which was eall- 
ed the land of giants. 

14 ‘Jair the son of Manasseh took all 
the country of Argob ‘unto the coasts of 


Geshuri and Maachathi; and‘ called them | 


after his own name, Bashan-havoth-jair, 


_ unto this day. 


£5 @xAndsl gave Gilead unto Machir. 
16 And unto the Reubenites “and unto 
the Gadites I gave from Gilead even unto 


' the river Arnon half the valley, and the

is the border of the children of Ammon : 

17 The plain also, and Jordan, and the 
coast thereof, from ¥ Chinnereth 7 even un- 
to the sea of the plain, * even the salt sea, 
“under Ashdoth-pisgah eastward. 

18 4 And I commanded you at that 
time, saying, The Lorp your God hath 
given you this land to possess it : » ye shall 
pass over armed before your brethren the 
children of Israel, all that are * meet for 
the war. 

19 But your wives, and your little ones, 
and your cattle, (for I know that ye have 
much cattle,) shall abide in your cities 
which I have given you ; 

20 Until the Lorp have given rest unto 
your brethren, as well as unto you, and 
until they also possess the land which the 
Lorp your God hath given them beyond 
Jordan: and then shall ye *return every 
man unto his possession, which I have 
given you. 

21 4 And ‘I commanded Joshua at that 
time, saying, Thine eyes have seen all that 
the Lorp your God hath done unto these 
two kings: so shall the Lorp do unto all 
the kingdoms whither thou passest. 

22 Ye shall not fear them: for °the 
Lorp your God he shall fight for you. 

23 And ‘I besought the Lorp at that 
time, saying, 

24 O Lord Gop, thou hast begun to- 
show thy servant *thy greatness, and thy 
mighty hand: for »what God és there in 
heaven or in earth, that can do according 
to thy works, and according to thy might ? 

25 1 pray thee, let me go over, and sce 
‘the good land that is beyond Jordan, that 
goodly mountain, and Lebanon. 

26 But the Lorp * was wroth with me 
for your sakes, and would not hear me: and 
the Lorp said unto me, Let it suffice thee: 
speak no more unto me of this’ matter. 

277 Get thee up into the top of ° Pisgah,

OW therefore hearken, O Israel, unto 

*the statutes and unto the judgments, 
which I teach you, for to do them, that ye 
may live, and go in and possess the land 
which the Lorp God of your fathers giveth 


ou. 

; 2 » Ye shall not add unto the word which 
I command you, neither shall ye diminish 
ought from it, that ye may keep the com- 
mandments of the Lorp your God which I 
command you. 

3 Your eyes have seen what the Lorp 
did because of ° Baal-peor : for all the men 
that followed Baal-peor, the Lorp thy 
God hath destroyed them from among 
you. 

' 4 But ye that did cleave unto the Lorp 
your God are alive every one of you this 
day. 

5 Behold, I have taught you statutes 
and judgments, even as the Lorp my God 
commanded me, that ye should do so in 
the land whither ye go to possess it. 

6 Keep therefore and do them ; for this 
is “your wisdom and your understanding 
in the sight of the nations, which shall 
hear all these statutes, and say, Surely 
this great nation is a wise and understand- 
ing people. 

7 For ° what nation ts there so great, 
who hath ‘ God so nigh unto them, as the

9 Only take heed to thyself, and * keep 
thy soul diligently, lest thou forget the 
things which thine eyes have seen, and lest 
they depart from thy heart all the days of 
thy life: but ‘teach them thy sons, and 
thy sons’ sons ; 

10 Specially * the day that thou stood- 
est before the Lorp thy God in Horeb, 
when the Lorp said unto me, Gather me 
the people together, and I will make them 
hear my words, that they may learn te 
fear me all the days that they shall live 
upon the earth, and that they may teach 
their children. 

11 And ye came near and stood under 
the mountain; and the ' mountain burned 
with fire unto the “midst of heaven, with 
darkness, clouds, and thick darkness. 

12 ™And the Lorp spake unto you out 
of the midst of the fire: ® ye heard the voice 
of the words, but saw no similitude; °° only 
ye heard a voice. 

13 » And he declared unto you his cove- 


nant, which he commanded you to perform, | 


even 4ten commandments; and * he wrote 
them upon two tables of stone.

that time to teach you statutes and judg- 


ments, that ye might do them in the land | 


whither ye go over to possess it.

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17 The likeness of any beast that is on 
the earth, the likeness of any winged fowl 
that flieth in the air, 

18 The likeness of any thing that creep- 
eth on the ground, the likeness of any 
fish that ts in the waters beneath the 
earth : : 

19 And lest thou * lift up thine eyes unto 
heaven, and when thou seest the sun, and 
the moon, and the stars, eve ” all the host 
of heaven, shouldest be driven to * worship 
them, and serve them, which the Lorp thy 
God hath ° divided unte ail nations under 
the whole heaven. 

20 But the Lerp hath taken you, and 


“brought you forth out of the iron furnace, 


even out of Egypt, °to be unto him a people 
of inheritance, as ye are this day. 

21 Furthermore ‘the Lorp was angry 
with me for your sakes, and sware that | 
should not go over Jordan, and that I 
should not go in unto that good land, which 
the Lorp thy God giveth thee for an in- 
heritance :

31 (For the Lorp thy God is *a merci- 
ful God ;) he will not forsake thee, neither 
destroy thee, nor forget the covenant of 
thy fathers which he sware unto them. 

32 For *ask now of the days that are 
past, which were before thee, since the day 
that God created man upon the earth, and 
ask » from the one side of heaven unto the 


other, whether there hath been any such 
thing as this great thing is, or hath been 


heard like it ? 

33 °Did ever people hear the voice of 
God speaking out of the midst of the fire, 
as thou hast heard, and live ? 

34 Or hath God assayed to go and take 
him a nation from the midst of another 
nation, “by temptations, ° by signs, and by 
wonders, and by war, and ‘by a mighty 
hand, and £by a stretched out arm, " and 
by great terrors, according to all that the 
Lorp your God did for you in Egypt before 
your eyes ? 

35 Unto thee it was shewed, that thou 
mightest know that the Lorp he is God ;- 
‘there is none else beside him. : 
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236 * Out of heaven he made thee to hear 
his voice, that he might instruct thee : and 
upon earth he shewed thee his great fire ; 
and thou heardest his words out of the 
midst of the fire. 

37 And because 'he loved thy fathers, 
therefore he chose their seed after them, 
and ™ brought thee out in his sight with 
his mighty” power out of Egypt ; 

38 ™'Fo drive out nations from before 
thee greater and mightier than thou art, to 
bring thee in, to give thee their land for 
an inheritance, as it is this day. 

39 Know therefore this day, and consider 
it in thine heart, that °the Lorp he as God 
in. heaven above, and upon the earth be- 
neath: there is none else. 

40 ? Fhou shalt keep therefore his sta- 
tutes, and his commandments, which I 
command thee this day, ‘that it may g 
well with thee, and with thy children or 
thee, and that thou mayest prolong thy 
days upon the earth, which the Lorp thy 
God, giveth thee, for ever. 

41 “| Then Moses "severed three cities 
on this side Jordan toward the sun rising ; 

42.°That the slayer might flee thither, 
which, should: kill his neighbour unawares, 
and hated him not: in times past; and that 
fleeing unto one ofi these cities he might 
live : 

43. Namely, *Bezer in the wilderness, 
in the plain country, of the Reubenites ; 
and Ramoth in Gilead, , of the Gadites ; 
and Golan in Bashaff, of the Manassites. 

44.4 And this 7s the law which Moses 
set before the children of Israel: 

45 These. are the testimonies, and the 
statutes, and the judgments, which Moses 
spake unto the children of Israel, after they 

came forth out of Egypt, 

46 On this side Jordan, “in the valley 
ever against Beth-peor, in the land of Si- 
hon king: of the Amorites, who dwelt at 
Heshbon, whom Moses and the children

of Israel * smote, after they were come 
forth out of Egypt: 

47 And they possessed his land, dnd the 
land ¥ of Og king of Bashan, two kings of

Ao it came to pass, when all the kings 

of the Amorites, which were on the 
side of Jordan westward, and all the kings 
of the Canaanites, * which were by the sea, 
*heard that the Lorp had dried up the 
waters of Jordan from before the children 
of Israel, until we were passed over, that 
their heart melted, “neither was there spirit 
in them any more, because of the children 
of Israel. 

2 (| At that time the Lorp said unto 
Joshua, Make thee “2 sharp knives, and 
circumcise again the children of Israel the 
second time. 

8 And Joshua made him sharp knives, 
and circumcised the children of Israel at 
’the hill of the foreskins.

ed, and became as water. 

6 q And Joshua ‘rent his clothes, and 
fell to the earth upon his face before the 
ark of the Lorp until the eventide, he and 
the elders of Israel, and * put dust upon 
their heads. 

7 And Joshua said, Alas, O Lord Gop, 
f wherefore hast thou at all brought this 
people over Jordan, to deliver us into the 
hand of the Amorites, to destroy us ? would 
to God we had been content, and dwelt on 
the other side Jordan !

is ae Joshua gathered all the tribes of 

Israel to *Shechem, and "called for 
the elders of Israel, and for their heads, 
and for their judges, and for their officers ; 
and they ° presented themselves before God. 

2 And Joshua said unto all the people, 
Thus saith the Lorp God of Israel, ? Your 
fathers dwelt on the other side of the flood 
in old time, even Terah, the father of Abra- 
ham, and the father of Nachor: and © they 
served other gods. 

3 And ‘I took your father Abraham from 
the other side of the flood, and led him 
throughout all the land of Canaan, and 
multiplied his seed, and £ gave him Isaac. 

4 And I gave unto Isaac " Jacob and 
Esau: and I gave unto ‘ Esau mount Seir, 
to possess it; ‘but Jacob and his children 
went down into Keypt.

12 And °I sent the hornet before you, 
which drave them out from before you, 
even the two kings of the Amorites; but 
f not with thy sword, nor with thy bow. 

13 And I have given you a land for which 
ye did not labour, and ® cities which ye 
built not, and ye dwell in them; of the 
vineyards and oliveyards which ye planted 
not do ye eat.

27 And Joshua said unto all the people, 
Behold, this stone shall be ta witness unto 
us; for *it hath heard all the words of the 
Lorp which he spake unto us: it shall be 
therefore a witness unto you, lest ye deny 
your God. 

28 So ‘Joshua let the people depart, 
every man unto his inheritance.

6 4 And when ‘Joshua had let the peo- 
ple go, the children of Israel went every 
man unto his inheritance to possess the 
land. 

7 * And the people served the Lorp all 
the days of Joshua, and all the days of the 
elders that ° outlived Joshua, who had seen 
all the great works of the Lorp, that he 
did for Israel. 

8 And ' Joshua the son of Nun, the ser- 
vant of the Lorn, died, being an hundred 
and ten years old. 

9 ™And they buried him in the border 
of his inheritance in *"Timnath-heres, in 
the mount of Ephraim, on the north side 
of the hill Gaash.

not any longer stand before their ene- 
mies. 

15 Whithersoever they went out, the 
hand of the Lorp was against them for 
evil, as the Lorp had said, and “as the 
Lorp had sworn unto them: and they 
were greatly distressed. 

16 4 Nevertheless *the Lorp raised up 
judges, which “delivered them out of the 
hand of those that spoiled them. 

17 And yet they ole not hearken unto 
their judges, but they > went a whoring 
after other gods, and bowed themselves 
unto them : they turned quickly out of the 
way which their fathers walked in, obeying 
the commandments of the Lorp; but they 
did not so. 


18 And when the Lorp raised them up| 


judges, then * the Lorp was with the judge, 
and delivered them out of the hand of their 
enemies all the days of the judge: ‘for it 
repented the Lorp because of their groan- 
ings by reason of them that oppressed them 
and vexed them.

OW these are *the nations which the 

Lorp left, to prove Israel by them, 
even as many of Israel as had not known 
all the wars of Canaan; 

2 Only that the generations of the chil- 
dren of Israel might know, to teach them 
war, at the least such as before knew no- 
thing thereof: 

3 Namely, ” five lords of the Philistines, 
and all the Canaanites, and the Sidonians, 
and the Hivites that dwelt in mount Leba- 
non, from mount Baal-hermon unto the 
entering in of Hamath. 

4 °And they were to prove Israel by 
them, to know whether they would hearken 
unto the commandments of the Lorp, 
which he commanded their fathers by the | 


jhand of Moses. 


5 And the children of Israel dwelt | 
among the Canaanites, Hittites, and Amo- | 
rites, and Perizzites, and Hivites, and Je- 
busites : 

6 And ° they took their daughters to be 
their wives, and gave their daughters to _ 
their sons, and served their gods. 

7 ‘And the children of Israel did evil in 
the sight of the Lorp, and forgat the Lorp | 
their God, and served Baalim and * the 
groves. 

8 { Therefore the anger of the Lorp was — 
hot against Israel, and he ‘sold them into: |

“Mesopotamia: and the children of Israel | 
served Chushan-rishathaim eight years.

14 And his fellow answered and said, 
This is nothing else save the sword of Gi- 
deon the son of Joash, a man of Israel: for 
into his hand hath God delivered Midian, 
and all the host.

HEN ®all the children of Israel went 

out, and the congregation was gather- 

ed together as one man, from ” Dan even to 

Beer-sheba, with the land of Gilead, unto 
the Lorp ° in Mizpeh. 

2 And the chief of all the people, even 
of all the tribes of Israel, presented them- 
selves in the assembly of the people of 
God, four hundred thousand footmen 4 that 
drew sword.

SHEN they told David, saying, Be- 
hold, the Philistines fight against 

* Keilah, and they rob the threshingfloors. 
2 Therefore David » enquired of the 
Lorp, saying, Shall I go and smite these 
Philistines? And the Lorp said unto Da- 
vid, Go, and smite the Philistines, and save 


Keilah. 

3 And David’s men said unto him, Be- 
hold, we be afraid here in Judah: how 
much more then if we come to Keilah 
against the armies of the Philistines 2 

4 Then David enquired of the Lorp 
yet again. And the Lorp answered him 
and said, Arise, go down to Keilah; for 
I will deliver the Philistines into thine 
hand. 

2 So David and his men went to Kei- 
lah, and fought with the Philistines, and 
brought away their cattle, and smote them 
with a great slaughter. So David saved 
the inhabitants of Keilah.

ND *it came to pass after this, that 
Absalom ” prepared him chariots and 
horses, and fifty men to run before him. 
2 And Absalom rose up early, and stood 
beside the way of the gate: and it was so, 
that when any man that had a controversy 


* came to the king for judgment, then Ab- || 


salom called unto him, and said, Of what 
city art thou? And he said, Thy servant 
is of one of the tribes of Israel.

7 4 And it came to pass, when Hiram 
heard the words of Solomon, that he re- 
joiced greatly, and said, Blessed be the 
Lorp this day, which hath given unto Da- 
vid a wise son over this great people. ~~ 

8 And Hiram sent to Solomon, saying, 
I have ‘considered the things which thou _ 
sentest to me for: and I will do all thy, 
desire concerning timber of cedar, and con-_ 
cerning timber of fir. a 

9 My servants shall bring them down 
from Lebanon unto the sea: ‘and I will, 
convey them by sea in floats unto the place” 
that thou shalt “appoint me, and will cause | 
them to be discharged there, and thou 
shalt receive them: and thou shalt accom-— 
plish my desire, *in giving food for my | 
houshold. ’ :

-year. 

12 And the Lorp gave Solomon wis- 
dom, ™as he promised him: and there 
was peace between Hiram and Solomon ; 
and they two made a league together. 

18 4 And king Solomon raised a flevy 
out of all Israel; and the levy was thirty 
thousand men. 

14 And he sent them to Lebanon, ten 
thousand a month by courses: a month 
they were in Lebanon, and two months 
at home: and ™ Adoniram was over the 
levy.

o 4 And ‘ against the wall of the house 
he built ¢ 4 chambers round about, against 
the walls of the house round about, both 
of the temple ‘and of the oracle: and he 
made * chambers round about :

35 And in the top of the base was there 
a round compass of half a cubit high: and 
on the top of the base the ledges thereof

one Javer contained forty baths: and

41 The two pillars, and the two bowls 
of the chapiters that were on the top of 
the two pillars; and the two * net-works, 
to cover the two bowls of the chapiters 
which were upon the top of the pillars ; 

42 And four hundred pomegranates for 
‘the two net-works, even two rows of pome- 
granates for one net-work, to cover the two 
bowls of the chapiters that were ? upon the 
pillars ; 

43 And the ten bases, and ten lavers on 
the bases ; 

44 And one sea, and twelve oxen under 
the sea; 

45 * And the pots, and the shovels, and 
the basons: and all these vessels, which 
‘Hiram made to king Solomon for the house 
of the Lorn, were of ’ bright brass.

the city of David, which is Zion. 

2 And all the men of Israel assembled 
themselves unto king Solomon atthe ¢ feast 
in the month Ethanim, which is the seventh 
month. 

3 And all the elders of Israel] came, * and 
the priests took up the ark. 

4 And they brought up the ark of the 
Lorp, ‘ and the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, and all the holy vessels that were 
hose did the priests 
and the Levites bring up. 

9 And king Solomon, and all the con- 
gregation of Israel, that were assembled 
unto him, were with him before the ark, 
* sacrificing sheep and oxen, that could not 
be told nor numbered for multitude. 

6 And the priests * brought in the ark 
of the covenant of the Lorp unto ‘his 
place, into the oracle of the house, to the 
most holy place, even * under the wings of 
the cherubims. 

7 For the cherubims spread forth their 
two wings over the place of the ark, and 
the cherubims covered the ark and the 
Staves thereof ‘above.

2 Of the nations concerning which the 
Tiorp said unto the children of Israel, ° Ye 
shall not go in to them, neither shall they 
come in unto you: for surely they will turn 
away your heart after their gods : Solomon 
clave unto these in love. 

3 And he had seven hundred wives, prin- 
cesses, and three hundred concubines : and 
his wives turned away his heart. 

4 For it came to pass, when Solomon 
was old, “that his wives turned away his 
heart after other gods: and his* heart was 
not perfect with the Lorp his God, fas 
was the heart of David his father. 

5 For Solomon went after * Ashtoreth 
the goddess of the Zidonians,. and after 


*Milcom the abomination of the Ammon- 


ites. 

6 And Solomon did evil in the sight of 
the Lorp, and ‘went not fully after the 
Loxp, as did David his father. _ 

7 8 Then did Solomon build an high 
place for ' Chemosh, the abonffnation of 
Moab, in * the hill that is before Jerusa- 
lem, and for Molech, the abomination of 
the children of Ammon. 

8 And likewise did he for all his strange 
wives, which burnt incense and sacrificed 
unto their gods.

14 ¢ And the Lorp ‘stirred up an ad- 
versary unto Solomon, Hadad the Edom- 
ite: he was of the king’s seed in Edom. 

15 ‘For it came to pass, when David 
was in Edom, and Joab the captain of the 
host was gone up to bury the slain, " after 
he had smitten every male in Edom ; 

16 (For six months did Joab remain 
there with all Israel, untff he had cut off

17 That Hadad fled, he and certain 
Edomites of his father’s servants with him, 
to go into Egypt; Hadad being yet a lit-

18 And they arose out of Midian, and 
came to Paran: and they took men with 
them out of Paran, and they came to Egypt, 
unto Pharaoh king of Egypt; which gave 
him an house, and appointed him victuals, 
and gave him land. .

OW there cried a certain woman of

they dwelt. 

30 And the men of ° Babylon made 
Succoth-benoth, and the men of Cuth 
made Nergal, and the men of Hamath 
made Ashima, 

31 ? And the Avites made Nibhaz and 
Tartak, and the Sepharvites 4 burnt their 
children in fire to Adrammelech and 
Anammelech, the gods of Sepharvaim. 

32 So they feared the Lorp, "and made 
unto themselves of the lowest of them 
priests of the high places, which sacrificed 
for them in the houses of the high places. 

33 * They feared the Lorn, and served 
their own gods, after the manner of the 
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The mized worship of the Samaritans. 


nations ‘whom they carried away from 

thence. 

34 Unto this day they do after the 
former manners: they fear not the Lorp, 
neither do they after their statutes, or after 
their ordinances, or after the law and com- 
mandment which the Lorp commanded 
the children of Jacob, ‘whom he named 
Israel ; 

35 With whom the Lorp had made a 
covenant, and charged them, saying, * Ye 
shall not fear other gods, nor * bow your- 
selves to them, nor serve them, nor sacri- 
fice to them: 

36 But the Lorp, who brought you up 
out of the land of Egypt with great power 
and Ya stretched out arm, *him shall ye 
fear, and him shall ye worship, and to him 
shall ye do sacrifice. 

37 And the statutes, and the ordinances, 
and the law, and the commandment, which 
he wrote for you, * ye shall observe to do 
for evermore ; and ye shall not fear other 
gods. 

38 And the covenant that I have made 
with you ° ye shall not forget; neither shall 
ye fear other gods. 

39 But the Lorp your God ye shall 
fear; and he shall deliver you out of the 
hand of all your enemies. 

40 Howbeit they did not hearken, but 
they did after their former manner. 

41 *So these nations feared the Lorn, 
and served their graven images, both their 
children, and their children’s children: as 
did their fathers, so do they unto this day. 

CHAP. XVIII. 

1 Hezekiah's good reign. 4 He destroyeth idolatry, and 
prospereth. 9 Samaria is carried captive for their sins.

2 Twenty and five years old was he 
when he began to reign; and he reigned 
twenty and nine years in Jerusalem. His 
mother’s name also was ° Abi, the daughter 
of Zachariah. 

3 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the Lorp, according to all! that 
David his father did. 

4 4 °He removed the high places, and 
brake the “images, and cut down the 
groves, and brake in pieces the “brasen 
serpent that Moses had made: for unto 
those days the children of Israel did burn 
incense to it: and he called it ’ Nehushtan. 

5 He ‘trusted in the Lorp God of Isra- 
el; ‘so that after him was none like him 
among all the kings of Judah, nor any 
that were before him. 

6 For he &clave to the Lorn, and de- 
parted not ‘from following him, but kept 
his commandments, which the Lorp com- 
manded Moses. 

7 And the Lorp "was with him; and 
he ‘ prospered whithersoever he went forth: 
and he ‘rebelled against the king of As- 
syria, and served him not. 

8 'He smote the Philistines, even unto 
4 Gaza, and the borders thereof, ™ from the 
tower of the watchmen to the fenced city. 

9 { And “it came to pass in the fourth 
year of king Hezekiah, which was the se- 
venth year of Hoshea son of Elah king of 
Israel, that Shalmaneser king of Assyria 
came up against Samaria, and besieged it. 

10 And at the end of three years they 
took it: even in the sixth year of Heze- 
kiah, that is °the ninth year of Hoshea 
king of Israel, Samaria was taken. 

11 ’ And the king of Assyria did carry 
away Israel unto Assyria, and put them 
4in Halah and in Habor by the river of 
Gozan, and in the cities of the Medes: 

12 * Because they obeyed not the voice

14 And Hezekiah king of Judah sent to 
the king of Assyria to Lachish, saying, I 
have offended ; return from me: that which 
thou puttest on me will I bear. And the 
king of Assyria appointed unto Hezekiah 
king of Judah three hundred talents of sil- 
ver and thirty talents of gold. 

15 And Hezekiah t gave him all the sil- 
ver that was found in the house of the 
Lorp, and in the treasures of the king’s 
house.

And when 
they were come up, they came and stood

__ 18 And when they had called to the 
_ king, there came out to them Eliakim the 
son of Hilkiah, which was over the hous-

19 And Rab-shakeh said unto them, 
Speak ye, now to Hezekiah, Thus saith 
the great king, the king of Assyria, * What 
Confidence is this wherein thou trustest ?

23 Now therefore, I pray thee, give 
"pledges to my lord the king of Assyria, 
and I will deliver thee two thousand horses, 
if thou be able on thy part to set riders 
upon them. 

24 How then wilt thou turn away the 
face of one captain of the least of my mas- 
ter’s servants, and put thy trust on Egypt 
for chariots and for horsemen ? 

25 Am I now come up without the 
Lorp against this place to destroy it? 
The Lorp said to me, Go up against this 
land, and destroy it. 

26 Then said Eliakim the son of Hil- 
kiah, and Shebna, and Joah, unto Rab- 
shakeh, Speak, I pray thee, to thy ser- 
vants in the Syrian language ; for we un- 
derstand 7: and talk not with us in the 
Jews’ language in the ears of the people 
that are on the wall. 

27 But Rab-shakeh said unto them 
Hath my master sent me to thy master 
and to thee, to speak these words 2 hath 
he not sent me to the men which sit on the 
wall, that they may eat their own dung 
and drink ° their own piss with you?

32 Until I come and take you away to 
a land like your own land, > a land of corn 
and wine, a land of bread and vineyards, 
a land of oil olive and of honey, that ye may 
live, and not die: and hearken not unto 
Hezekiah, when he * persuadeth you, say- 
ing, The Lorp will deliver us. 

33 ° Hath any of the gods of the nations 
delivered at all his land out of the hand of 
the king of Assyria ? 

34 * Where are the gods of Hamath, 
and of Arpad? where are, the gods of Se- 
pharvaim, Hena, and *Ivah? have they 
delivered Samaria out of mine hand ? 

35 Who are they, among all the gods 
of the countries, that have delivered their 
country out of mine hand, ‘that the Lorp 
should deliver Jerusalem out of mine 
hand ? 

36 But the people held their peace, and 
answered him not a word: for the king’s, 
commandment was, saying, Answer him 
not. 

37 Then came Eliakim the son of Hil- 
kiah, which was over the houshold, and 
Shebna the scribe, and Joah the son of 
Asaph the recorder, to Hezekiah *® with 
their clothes rent, and told him the words 
of Rab-shakeh.

13 ° Where ts the king of Hamath, and 
the king of Arpad, and the king of the city 
of Sepharvaim, of Hena, and Ivah ? 

14 4 » And Hezekiah received the letter 
of the hand of the messengers, and read it : 
and Hezekiah went up into the house of 
the Lorp, and spread it before the Lorn.

[VPANASSEH “was twelve years old 

when he began to reign, and reigned 
fifty and five years in Jerusalem. And his 
mother’s name was Hephzi-bah. 

2 And he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lorp, ” after the abominations 
of the heathen, whom the Lorp cast out 
before the children of Israel. 

3 For he built up again the high places 
* which Hezekiah his father had destroyed ; 
and he reared up altars for Baal, and made 
a grove, “as did Ahab king of Israel; and 
* worshipped all the host of heaven, and 
served them. 

4 And ‘he built altars in the house of 
the Lorn, of which the Lorp said, * In 
Jerusalem will I put my name. 

3 And he built altars for all the host of 
heaven in the two courts of the house of 
the Lorn. 

6 * And he made his son pass through 
the fire, and observed ‘times, and used en- 
chantments, and dealt with familiar spirits 
and wizards: he wrought much wicked- 
ness in the sight of the Lorp, to provoke 
him to anger. 

7 And he set a graven image of the 
grove that he had made in the house, of 
which the Lorp said to David, and to So- 
lomon his son, * In this house, and in Je- 
rusalem, which I have chosen out of all 
tribes of Israel, will I put my name for ever: 

8 ' Neither will I make the feet of Isracl 
move any more out of the land which I 
gave their fathers ; only if they will ob- 
serve to do according to all that I have 
commanded them, and according to all 
the law that my servant Moses command- 
ed them. . 

9 But they hearkened not: and Manas- 
seh ™seduced them to do more evil than 
did the nations whom the Lorp destroyed 
before the children of Israel. 

10 4 And the Lorp spake by his ser- 
vants the prophets, saying,

hath done these abominations, ° and hath 
done wickedly above all that the Amorites 
did, which were before him, and ? hath 
made Judah also to sin with his idols : 

12 Therefore thus saith the Lorp God 
of Israel, Behold, I am bringing such evil 
upon Jerusalem and Judah, that whosoever 
heareth of it, both 4 his ears shall tingle. 

13 And I will stretch over Jerusalem 
‘the line of Samaria, and the plummet 
of the house of Ahab: and I will wipe Je- 
rusalem as @ man wipeth a dish, * wiping 
at, and turning at upside down. 

14 And I will forsake the remnant of 
mine inheritance, and deliver them into 
the hand of their enemies ; and they shall 


become a prey and a spoil to all their ene-: 


mies ; 

15 Because they have done that which 
was evil in my sight, and have provoked 
me to anger, since the day their fathers 
came forth out of Egypt, even unto this 
day. 

16 * Moreover Manasseh shed innocent 
blood very much, till he had filled Jeru- 
salem >from one end to another; beside 
his sin wherewith he made Judah to sin, 


in doing that which was evil in the sight | 


of the Lorn. 

17 § Now tthe rest of the acts of Ma- 
nasseh, and all that be did, and his sin 
that he sinned, are they not written in the 
book of the chronicles of the kings of Ju- 
dah ? 

18 And *Manasseh slept with his fa- 
thers, and was buried in the garden of his 
own house, in the garden of Uzza: and 
Amon his son reigned in his stead. 

19 4 * Amon was twenty and two years 
old when he began to reign, and he reign- 
ed two years in Jerusalem.

14 So Joab and the people that were 
with him drew nigh before the Syrians 
unto the battle; and they fled before him.

4 Of which, twenty and four thousand 
were “to set forward the work of the house 
of the Lorp; and six thousand were ° ofti- 
cers and judges: 

9 Moreover four thousand were porters ; 
and four thousand praised the Lorp with 
the instruments ¢ which I made, said Da- 
vid, to praise therewith. 

6 And David divided them into ® courses 
among the sons of Levi, namely, Gershon, 
Kohath, and Merari. 

7 ¥ Of the ‘ Gershonites were, 
and Shimei. 

8 The sons of Laadan; the chief was 
Jehiel, and Zetham, and Joel, three. 

9 The sons of Shimei; Shelomith, and 
Haziel, and Haran, three. These were 
the chief of the fathers of Laadan.

11 And Jahath was the chief, and Zizah 
the second: but Jeush and Beriah ‘had 
not many sons; therefore they were in one 
reckoning, according to their father’s 
house.

2 Then David the king stood up upon 
his feet, and said, Hear me, my brethren, 
and my people: As for me, I had in mine 
heart to build an house of rest for the ark 
of the covenant of the Lorp, and for ‘the 
footstool of our God, and had made ready 
for the building : 

3 But God said unto me, ® Thou shalt 
not build an house for my name, because 
thou hast been a man of war, and hast 
shed 4 blood. 

4 Howbeit the Lorp God of Israel

18 And for the altar of incense refined 
gold by weight ; and gold for the pattern 
of the chariot of the 7 cherubims, that 
spread out their wings, and covered the 
ark of the covenant of the Lorp. 

19 All this, said David, * the Lorp 
made me understand in writing by his 
hand upon me, even all the works of this 
pattern. 

20 And David said to Solomon his son, 
> Be strong and of good courage, and do 
it: fear not, nor be dismayed: for the 
Lorp God, even my God, will be with 
thee ; °he will not fail thee, nor forsake 
thee, until thou hast finished all the work 
for the service of the house of the Lorp.

4 Behold, ‘I build an house to the name 
of the Lorp my God, to dedicate it to him, 
and *to burn before him * sweet incense, 
and for ‘the continual shewbread, and for 
the burnt offerings morning and evening, 
on the sabbaths, and on the new moons, 
and on the solemn feasts of the Lorp our 
God.

4 And the °* porch that was in the front 
of the house, the length of it was accord- 
ing to the breadth of the house, twenty 
cubits, and the height was an hundred and 
twenty: and he overlaid it within with 
pure gold. 

5 And ‘the greater house he cieled with 
fir tree, which he overlaid with fine gold, 
and set thereon palm trees and chains.

7 He overlaid also the-house, the beams, 
the posts, and the walls thereof, and the 
doors thereof, with gold; and graved cheru- 
bims on the walls. 

8 And he made the most holy house, the 
length whereof was according to the 
breadth of the house, twenty cubits, and 
the breadth thereof twenty cubits: and he 
overlaid it with fine gold, amounting to six 
hundred talents. 

9 And the weight of the nails was fifty 
shekels of gold. And he overlaid the upper 
chambers with gold. 

10 = And in the most holy house he made 
two cherubims ‘of image work, and over- 
laid them with gold. 

11 {And the wings of the cherubims 
were twenty cubits long: one wing of the 
one cherub was five cubits, reaching to the 
wall of the house: and the other wing was 
likewise five cubits, reaching to the wing 
of the other cherub. 

12 And one wing of the other cherub 
was five cubits, reaching to the wall of the 
house : and the other wing was five cubits 
also, joining to the wing of the other cherub. 

13 The wings of these cherubims spread 
themselves forth twenty cubits: and they 
stood on their feet, and their faces were 
finward.

ed: and Solomon brought in all the things 
that David his father had dedicated ; and 

the silver, and the gold, and all the instru- 
ments, put he among the treasures of the 

house of God. ) 

2 4 °Then Solomon assembled the el- 
ders of Israel, and all the heads of the 
tribes, the chief of the fathers of the chil- 
dren of Israel, unto Jerusalem, to bring up 
the ark of the covenant of the Lorp ° out 
of the city of David, which is Zion. 

3 4 Wherefore all the men of Israel as- 
sembled themselves unto the king °in the 
feast which was in the seventh month. 

4 And all the elders of Israel came; 
and the Levites took up the ark. 

® And they brought up the ark, and the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and all the 
holy vessels that were in the tabernacle, 
these did the priests and the Levites bring up.

3 And the king turned his face, and 


blessed the whole congregation of Israel : 


and all the congregation of Israel stood. 

4 And he said, Blessed be the Lorp God 
of Israel, who hath with his hands fulfilled 
that which he spake with his mouth to my 
father David, saying, 

5 Since the day that I brought forth my 
people out of the land of Egypt I chose no 
city among all the tribes of Israel to build 
an house in, that my name might be there ;

25 Then hear thou from the heavens, 
and forgive the sin of thy people Israel, 
and bring them again unto the land which 
thou gavest to them and to their fathers. 

26 4 When the "heaven is shut up, and 
there is no rain, because they have sinned 
against thee ; yet if they pray toward this 
place, and confess thy name, and turn from 
their sin, when thou dost afflict them ; 

27 Then hear thou from heaven, and 
forgive the sin of thy servants, and of thy 
people Israel, when thou hast taught them 
the good way, wherein they should walk; 
and send rain upon thy land, which thou 
hast given unto thy people for an inherit- 
ance.

OW *when Solomon had made an end 

of praying, the » fire came down from 

heaven, and consumed the burnt offering 

and the sacrifices ; and ¢the glory of the 
Lorp filled the house. 

2 “And the priests could not enter into 
the house of the Lorp, because the glory 
of the Lorp had filled the Lorp’s house. 

3 And when all the children of Israel 
saw how the fire came down, and the glo- 
ry of the Lorp upon the house, they bowed 
themselves with their faces to the ground 
upon the pavement, and worshipped, and 
praised the Lorp, ° saying, For he is good; 
‘for his mercy endureth for ever. 

4 4 * Then the king and all the people 
offered sacrifices before the Lorp. 

9 And king Solomon offered a sacrifice 
of twenty and two thousand oxen, and an 
hundred and twenty thousand sheep: so 
the king and all the people dedicated the 
house of God. 

6 "And the priests waited on their offi- 
ces: the Levites also with instruments of 
musick of the Lorp, which David the king 
had made to praise the Lorp, because his 
mercy endureth for ever, when David 
praised “by their ministry; and ‘the 
priests sounded trumpets before them, and 
all Israel stood. 

7 Moreover * Solomon hallowed the 
middle of the court that was before the 
house of the Lorp: for there he offered 
burnt offerings, and the fat of the peace 
offerings, because the brasen altar which

Solomon had made was not able to receive 
the burnt offerings, and the meat offerings, 
and the fat. 

8 7 'Also at the same time Solomon 
kept the feast seven days, and all Israel 
with him, a very great congregation, from 
the entering in of Hamath unto ™ the river 
of Egypt. 

9 And in the eighth day they made ?’a 
solemn assembly: for they kept the dedi- 
cation of the altar seven days, and the 
feast seven days. 

10 And * on the three and twentieth day 
of the seventh month he sent the people 
away into their tents, glad and merry in 
heart for the goodness that the Lorp had 
shewed unto David, and to Solomon, and 
to Israel his people. 

11 Thus °Solomon finished the house 
of the Lorp, and the king’s house: and all 
that came into Solomon’s heart to make 
in the house of the Lorp, and in his own 
house, he prosperously effected. 

12 4 And the Lorp appeared to Solo- 
mon by night, and said unto him, I have 
heard thy prayer, ?and have chosen this 
place to myself for an house of sacrifice. 

13 1If I shut up heaven that there be 
no rain, or if I command the locusts to 
devour the land, or if I send pestilence 
among my people ; 

14 If my people, “which are called by 
my name, shall ‘humble themselves, and 
pray, and seek my face, and turn from 
their wicked ways; * then will I hear from 
heaven, and will forgive their sin, and will 
heal their land. 

15 Now ‘mine eyes shall be open, and 
mine ears attent “unto the prayer that is 
made in this place.

and do according to all that I have com- 
manded thee, and shalt observe my sta- 
tutes and my judgments ; 

18 Then will I stablish the throne of 
thy kingdom, according as I have cove- 
nanted with David thy father, saying, 
y¥* There shall not fail thee a man fo be 
ruler in Israel. 

19 * But if ye turn away, and forsake 
my statutes and my commandments, which 
I have set before you, and shall go and 
serve other gods, and worship them ; 

20 Then will I pluck them up by the 
roots out of my land which I have given 
them; and this house, which I have sanc- 
tified for my name, will I cast out of my 
sight, and will make it to be a proverb 
and a byword among all nations. . 

21 And this house, which is high, shall 
be an astonishment to every one that pass- 
eth by it; so that he shall say, * Why hath 
the Lorp done thus unto this land, and 
unto this house ? 

22 And it shall be answered, Because 
they forsook the Lorp God of their fa-

3 And Solomon went to Hamath-zobah, 
and prevailed against it.

9 Also he built Beth-horon the upper, 
and Beth-horon the nether, fenced cities, 
with walls, gates, and bars ; 

6 And Baalath, and all the store cities 
that Solomon had, and all the chariot 
cities, and the cities of the horsemen, and 
“all that Solomon desired to build in Jeru- 
salem, and in Lebanon, and throughout all 
the land of his dominion. 

7° As for all the people that were 
left of the Hittites, and the Amorites, and 
the Perizzites, and the Hivites, and the 
Jebusites, which were not of Israel, 

8 But of their children, who were left 
after them in the land, whom the children 
of Israel consumed not, them did Solomon 
make to pay tribute until this day. 

9 But of the children of Israel did Solo- 
mon make no servants for his work ; but 
they were men of war, and chief of his 
captains, and captains of his chariots and 
horsemen. 

10 And these were the chief of king 
Solomon’s officers, even ‘two hundred and 
fifty, that bare rule over the people. 

ii 4 And Solomon * brought up the 
daughter of Pharaoh out of the city of 
David unto the house that he had built for 
her: for he said, My wife shall not dwell 
in the house of David king of Israel, be- 
cause the places are * holy, whereunto the 
ark of the Lorp hath come.

“cupbearers also, and their apparel; and 
his ascent by which he went up into the 
house of the Lorp; there was no more Spi- 
rit in her. 

3 And she said to the king, Zt was a true 
* report which I heard in mine own land of 
thine “acts, and of thy wisdom : 

6 Howbeit I believed not their words, 
until I came, and mine eyes had seen it: 
and, behold, the one half of the greatness 
of thy wisdom was not told me: for thou 
exceedest the fame that I heard. 

7 Happy are thy men, and happy are 
these thy servants, which stand continually 
before thee, and hear thy wisdom. 

8 Blessed be the Lorp thy God, which 
delighted in thee to set thee on his throne, 
to be king for the Lorp thy God: because 
thy God loved Israel, to establish them for 
ever, therefore made he thee king over 
them, to do judgment and justice. 

9 And she gave the king an hundred 
and twenty talents of gold, and of spices 
great abundance, and precious stones: 
neither was there any such spice ag the 
queen of Sheba gave king Solomon.

15 4 And king Solomon made two hun- 
dred targets of beaten gold: six hundred 
shekels of beaten goid went to one target. 

16 And three hundred shields made he 
of beaten gold: three hundred shekels of 
gold went to one shield. And the king put 
them in the house of the forest of Lebanon. 

17 Moreover the king made a great 
throne of ivory, and overlaid it with pure 
gold. 

18 And there were six steps to the throne, 
with a footstool of gold, which were fas- 
tened to the throne, and * stays on each 
side of the sitting place, and two lions 
standing by the stays: 

19 And twelve lions stood there on the 
one side and on the other upon the six 
steps. There was not the like made in 
any kingdom. 

20 41 And all the drinking vessels of king 
Solomon were of gold, and all the vessels 
of the house of the forest of Lebanon were 
of " pure gold : ‘none were of silver ; it was 
not any thing accounted of in the days of 
Solomon. 

21 For the king’s ships went to Tar- 
shish with the servants of Huram: every 
three years once came the ships of Tar- 
shish bringing gold, and silver, ‘ivory, and 
apes, and peacocks. 

22 And king Solomon passed all the 
kings of the earth in riches and wisdom. 

23 4 And all the kings of the earth 
sought the presence of Solomon, to hear 
his wisdom, that God had put in his heart. 

24 And they brought every man his pre- 
sent, vessels of silver, and vessels of gold, 
and raiment, harness, and spices, horses, 
and mules, a rate year by year. .

which the Lorp had chosen out of all the 
tribes of Israel, to put his name there. 
And his mother’s name was Naamah an 
Ammonitess. 

14 And he did evil, because he ° prepar- 
ed not his heart to seek the Lorp.

Abijah warreth with Jeroboam, 
OW *in the eighteenth year of king 


Jeroboam began Abiyah to reign over 
Judah. 

2 He reigned three years in Jerusalem. 
His mother’s name also was » Michaiah the 
daughter of Uriel of Gibeah. And there 
was war between Abijah and Jeroboam. 

3 And Abiah “set the battle in array 
with an army of valiant men of war, even 
four hundred thousand chosen men: Jero- 
boam also set the battle in array against 
him with eight hundred thousand chosen 
men, being mighty men of valour. 

4 § And Abiyah stood up upon mount 
*Zemaraim, which ts in mount Ephraim, 
and said, Hear me, thou Jeroboam, and all 
Israel ; 

5 Ought ye not to know that the Lorp 
God of Israel ‘gave the kingdom over Is- 
rael to David for ever, even to him and to 
his sons °by a covenant of salt ? 

6 Yet Jeroboam the son of Nebat, the ser- 

vant of Solomon the son of David, is risen 
up, and hath ‘rebelled against his lord. 

7 And there are gathered unto him ’ vain 
men, the children of Belial, and have 
strengthened themselves against Rehobo- 
am the son of Solomon, when Rehoboam 
was young and tenderhearted, and could 
not withstand them. 

8 And now ye think to withstand the 
kingdom of the Lorp in the hand of the sons 
of David; and ye be a great multitude, and 
there are with you golden calves, which 
Jeroboam * made you for gods. 

9 ‘Have ye not cast out the priests of

11 ' And they burn unto the Lorp every 
morning and every evening burnt sacrifices 
and sweet incense: the ™shewbread also 
set they mm order upon the pure table ; and 
the candlestick of gold with the lamps 
thereof, "to burn every evening: for we 
keep the charge of the Lorp our : God ; but 
ye have forsaken him. 

12 And, behold, God himself ts with us for 
our captain, °and his priests with sounding 
trumpets to cry alarm against you. O chil- 
dren of Israel, ? fight ye not against the Lorp 
God of your fathers ; for ye shall not prosper. 

13 4 But Jeroboam caused an ambush- 
ment to come about behind them: so they 
were before Judah, and the ambushment 
was behind them. 

14 And when Judah looked back, behold, 
the battle was before and behind: and they 
cried unto the Lorp, and the priests sound- 
ed with the trumpets. 

15 Then the men of Judah gave a shout. 
and as the men of Judah shouted, it came 
to pass, that God 4smote Jeroboam and 
all Israel before Abijah and Judah. 

16 And the children of Israel fled before 
Judah: and God delivered them into their 
hand. 

17 And Abyah and his people slew them 
with a great slaughter : so there fell down 
slain of Israel five hundred thousand cho- 
sen men. 

18 Thus the children of Israel were 
brought under at that time, and the chil- 
dren of Judah prevailed, * because they re- 
lied upon the Lorp God of their fathers.

3 For he took away the altars of the 
strange gods, and *the high places, and 
“brake down the “images, ‘and cut down 
the groves: 

_4 And commanded Judah to seek the 
Lorp God of their fathers, and to do the 
law and the commandment. 

5 Also he took away out of all the cities 
of Judah the high places and the ® images: 
and the kingdom was quiet before him. 

6 q And he built fenced cities in Judah: 
for the land had rest, and he had no war 
in those years ; because the Lorp had given 
him rest. 

7 Therefore he said unto Judah, Let us 
build these cities, and make about them 
walls, and towers, gates, and bars, while 
the land is yet before us; because we have 
sought the Lorp our God, we have sought 
him, and he hath given us rest on every 
side.

4 But § when they in their trouble did 
turn unto the Lorp God of Israel, and 
sought him, he was found of them. 

5 And * in those times there was no 
peace to him that went out, nor to lim 
that came in, but great vexations were 
upon all the inhabitants of the countries. 

6 ‘ And nation was ° destroyed of nation, 
and city of city: for God did vex them 
with all adversity. 

7 Be ye strong therefore, and let not 
your hands be weak: for your work shall 
be rewarded. 

8 And when Asa heard these words, and 
the prophecy of Oded the prophet, he took 
courage, and put away the ° abominable 
idols out of all the land of Judah and Ben- 
jamin, and out of the cities * which he 
had taken from mount Ephraim, and re- 
newed the altar of the Lorp, that was be- 
fore the porch of the Lorp. 

9 And he gathered all Judah and Ben- 
jamin, and ‘the strangers with them out 
of Ephraim and Manasseh, and out of 
Simeon: for they feil to him out of Israel 
in abundance, when they saw that the 
Lorp his God was with him. 

10 So they gathered themselves toge- 
ther at Jerusalem in the third month, in the 
fifteenth year of the reign of Asa. 

11 ™And they offered unto the Lorp 
the same time, of "the spoil which they 
had brought, seven hundred oxen and se- 
ven thousand sheep. 

12 And they °entered into a covenant 
to seek the Lorp God of their fathers with 
all their heart and with all their soul ; 

13 » That whosoever would not seek 
the Lorp God of Israel 4 should be put to 
death, whether small or great, whether 
man or woman.

N the six and thirtieth year of the reign 

of Asa *Baasha king of Israel came

2 Then Asa brought out silver and gold 
out of the treasures of the house of the 
Lorp and of the king’s house, and sent to 
Ben-hadad king of Syria, that dwelt at 
“Damascus, saying, | 

3 There is a league between me and 
thee, as there was between my father and 
thy father: behold, I have sent thee silver 
and gold; go, break thy league with Baa- 
sha king of Israel, that he may depart 
from me. 


4 And Ben-hadad hearkened unto king

15 And he said, Hearken ye, all Judah, 
and ye inhabitants of Jerusalem, and thou 
king Jehoshaphat, Thus saith the Lorp 
unto you, * Be not afraid nor dismayed by 
reason of this great multitude; for the bat- 
tle as not your’s, but God’s. 

16 To morrow go ye down against them : 
behold, they come up by the ‘cliff of Ziz ; 
and ye shall find them at the end of the

to say, » Praise the Lorn; ° for his mercy 
endureth for ever. 

22 4/And when they began * to sing 
and to praise, ‘the Lorp set ambushbments 
against the children of Ammon, Moab, and 
mount Seir, which were come against Ju- 
dah; and * they were smitten. 

23 For the children of Ammon and Mo- 
ab stood up against the inhabitauts of 
mount Seir, utterly to slay and destroy

25 And when Jehoshaphat and his peo- 
ple came to take away the spoil of them, 
they found among them in abundance both | 
riches with the dead bodies, and precious 
jewels, which they stripped off for them- 
selves, more than they could carry away : 
and they were three days in gathering of 
the spoil, it was so much. 

26 ¢ And on the fourth day they as- 
sembled themselves in the valley of ' Be- 
rachah ; for there they blessed the Lorp: 
therefore the name of the same place was 
called, The valley of Berachah, unto this 
day.

9 7° Jehoram was thirty and two years 
old when he began to reign, and he reign- 
ed eight years in Jerusalem. 

6 And he walked in the way of the 
kings of Israel, like as did the house of 
Ahab: for he had the daughter of ° Ahab 
to wife: and he wrought that which was 
evil in the eyes of the Lorp. 

7 Howbeit the Lorp would not destroy 
the house of David, because of the cove- 
nant that he had made with David, and 
as he promised to give a ‘light to him and 
to his ‘sons for ever. 

8 4 °In his days the Edomites revolted 
from under the “dominion of Judah, and 
made themselves a king. 

9 Then Jehoram went forth with his 
princes, and all his chariots with him: and 
he rose up by night, and smote the Edom- 
ites which compassed him in, and the cap- 
tains of the chariots. 

10 So the Edomites revolted from un- 
der the hand of Judah unto this day.

3 He also walked in the ways of the 
house of Ahab: for his mother was his 
counsellor to do wickedly. 

4 Wherefore he did evil in the sight of 
the Lorp like the house of Ahab: for they 
were his counsellors after the death of his 
father to his destruction. 

5 4 He walked also after their counsel, 
and ® went with Jehoram the son of Ahab 
king of Israel to war against Hazael king 
of Syria at Ramoth-gilead: and the Syri- 
ans smote Joram. 

6 ‘And he returned to be healed in Jez- 
reel because of the wounds * which were 
given him at Ramah, when he fought with 
Hazael king of Syria. And ° Azariah the 
son of Jehoram king of Judah went down 
to see Jehoram the son of Ahab at Jezreel, 
because he was sick. 

7 And the ‘ destruction of Ahaziah * was 
of God by coming to Joram: for when he 
was come, he "went out with Jehoram 
against Jehu the son of Nimshi, ‘ whom 
the Lorp had anointed to cut off the house 
of Ahab. 

8 And it came to pass, that, when Jehu 
was ‘executing judgment upon the house 
of Ahab, and ' found the princes of Judah, 
and the sons of the brethren of Ahaziah, 
that ministered to Ahaziah, he slew them. 

9 ™And he sought Ahaziah: and they 
caught him, (for he was hid in Samaria,) 
and brought him to Jehu: and when they 
had slain him, they buried him: Because, 
said they, he is the son of Jehoshaphat, 
who "sought the Lorp with all his heart. 
So the house of Ahaziah had no power to 
keep still the kingdom. 

10 4° But when Athaliah the mother 
of Ahaziah saw that her son was dead, she 
arose and destroyed all the seed royal of 
the house of Judah.

So Jehoshabeath, the 
daughter of king Jehoram, the wife of Je- 
hoiada the priest, (for she was the sister 
of Ahaziah,) hid him from Athaliah, so 
that she slew him not. 

12 And he was with them hid in the 
house of God six years: and Athaliah 
reigned over the land. 


CHAP. XXIII. 
1 Jehoiada, having set things in order, maketh Joash king. 
12 Athaliah is slain. 16 Jehoiada restoreth the worship 
of God. [perore curist 878. ] 


ND in the seventh year Jehoiada 
strengthened himself, and took the 
captains of hundreds, Azariah the son of 
Jeroham, and Ishmael the son of Jehoha- 
nan, and Azariah the son of Obed, and 
Maaseiah the son of Adaiah, and Elisha- 
phat the son of Zichri, nto covenant with 
him. 

2 And they went about in Judah, and 
gathered the Levites out of all the cities 
of Judah, and the chief of the fathers of 
Israel, and they came to Jerusalem. 

3 And all the congregation made a 
covenant with the king in the house of 
God. And he said unto them, Behold, the 
king’s son shall reign, as the Lorp hath 
» said of the sons of David. 

4 This is the thing that ye shall do; A 
third part of you © entering on the sabbath, 
of the priests and of the Levites, shall be 
porters of the “doors ; 

5 And a third part shall be at the 
king’s house ; and a third part at the gate 
of the foundation: and all the people shall 
be in the courts of the house of the Lorp. 

6 But let none come into the house of 
the Lorp, save the priests, and * they that 
minister of the Levites; they shall go in, 
for they are holy: but all the people shall 
keep the watch of the Lorp.

8 So the Levites and all Judah did ac- 
cording to all things that Jehoiada the 
priest had commanded, and_ took every 
man his men that were to come in on the 
sabbath, with them that were to go out on 
the sabbath : for Jehoiada the priest dis- 
missed not ° the courses. 

9 Moreover Jehoiada the priest deliver- 
ed to the captains of hundreds spears, and 
bucklers, and shields, that had been king 
David’s, which were in the house of God. 

10 And he set all the people, every man 
having his weapon in his hand, from the 
right ’side of the ° temple to the left 
side of the temple, along by the altar and 
the temple, by the king round about. 

11 Then they brought out the king’s 
son, and put upon him the crown, and 
‘gave him the testimony, and made him 
king. And Jehoiada and his sons anointed 
him, and said, 4 God save the king. 

12 4 Now when Athaliah heard the 
noise of the people running and praising 
the king, she came to the people into the 
house of the Lorn:

16 { And Jehoiada made a covenant 
between lim, and between all the people, 
and between the king, that they should be 
ihe Lorp’s people. 

17 Then all the people went to the 
house of Baal, and brake it down, and 
brake his altars and his images in pieces, 
and ‘slew Mattan the priest of Baal be- 
fore the altars. 

18 Also Jehoiada appointed the offices 
of the house of the Lorp by the hand of 
the priests the Levites, whom David had 
* distributed in the house of the Lorp, to 
offer the burnt offerings of the Lorn, as it 
is written in the 'law of Moses, with re- 
joicing and with singing, as it was or- 
dained Sby David. 

19 And he set the ™ porters at the gates 
of the house of the Lorp, that none which 
was unclean in any thing should enter in. 

20 "And he took the captains of hun- 
dreds, and the nobles, and the governors 
of the people, and all the people of the 
land, and brought down the king from 
the house of the Lorp: and they came 
through the high gate into the king’s 
house, and set the king upon the throne 
of the kingdom. 

21 And all the people of the land re- 
joiced: and the city was quiet, after that 
they had slain Athaliah with the sword.

OASH *was seven years old when he 
began to reign, and he reigned forty 
years in Jerusalem. His mother’s name 
also was Zibiah of Beer-sheba. 
2 And Joash ° did that which was right

4 ¥ And it came to pass after this, that 
Joash was minded “to repair the house of 
the Lorp. 

5 And he gathered together the priests 
and the Levites, and said to them, Go out 
unto the cities of Judah, and ° gather of all 
Israel money to repair the house of your 
God from year to year, and see that ye 
hasten the matter. Howbeit the Levites 
hastened 7 not. 

6 ¢ And the king called for Jehoiada the 
chief, and said unto him, Why hast thou 
not required of the Levites to bring in out 
of Judah and out of Jerusalem the collec- 
tion, according to the commandment of 
© Moses the servant of the Lorn, and of the 
congregation of Israel, for the ‘ tabernacle 
of witness ? 

7 For ¢ the sons of Athaliah, that wicked 
woman, had broken up the house of God ; 
and also all the ® dedicated things of the 
house of the Lorp did they bestow upon 
Baalim. 

8 And at the king’s commandment ' they 
made a chest, and set it without at the gate 
of the house of the Lorp. 

9 And they made a proclamation through 
Judah and Jerusalem, to bring in to the 
Lorp the collection that Moses the ser- 
vant of God laid upon Israel in the wilder- 
ness. 

10 And all the princes and all the people 
rejoiced, and brought in, and cast into the 
chest, until they had made an end. 

11 Now it came to pass, that at what 
time the chest was brought unto the king’s 
office by the hand of the Levites, and! when 
they saw that there was much money, the 
king’s scribe and the high priest’s officer 
came and emptied the chest, and took it, 
and carried it to his place again. Thus 
they did day by day, and gathered money 
in abundance. 

12 And the king and Jehoiada gave it

to such as did the work of the service of 
the house of the Lorn, and hired masons 
and carpenters to repair the house of the 
Lorp, and also such as wrought iron and 
brass to mend the house of the Lorp. 

13 So the workmen wrought, and ‘the 
work was perfected by them, and they set 
the house of God in his state, and strength- 
ened it. 

14 And when they had finished it, they 
brought the rest of the money before the 
king and Jehoiada, ™ whereof were made 
vessels for the house of the Lorp, even ves- 
sels to minister, and “to offer withal, and 
spoons, and vessels of gold and silver. And 
they offered burnt offerings in the house of 
the Lorn continually all the days of Jehoi- 
ada. 

15 4 But Jehoiada waxed old, and was 
full of days when he died ; an hundred and 
thirty years old was he when he died. 

16 And they buried him in the city of 
David among the kings, because he had 
done good in Israel, both toward God, and 
toward his house. 

17 Now after the death of Jehoiada 
came the princes of Judah, and made obei- 
sance to the king. Then the king hear- 
kened unto them. 

18 And they left the house of the Lorp 
God of their fathers, and served ® groves 
and idols: and °wrath came upon Judah 
and Jerusalem for this their trespass. 

19 Yet he ? sent prophets to them, to 
bring them again unto the Lorp ; and they 
testified against them: but they would not 
give” ear. : 

20 And ‘the Spirit of God ‘came upon 
Zechariah the son of Jehoiada the priest, 
which stood above the people, and said un- 
to them, Thus saith God, * Why transgress 
ye the commandments of the Lorp, that 
ye cannot prosper ? * because ye have for- 
saken the Lorp, he hath also forsaken you.

22 Thus Joash the king remembered 
not the kindness which Jehoiada his father 
had done to him, but slew his son. And 
when he died, he said, The Lorp look 
upon 2, and require i¢. 

23 4 And it came to pass Sat the end 
of the year, that “the host of Syria came 
up against him: and they came to Judah 
and Jerusalem, and destroyed all the 
princes of the people from among the 
people, and sent all the spoil of them unto 
the king of * Damascus. 

24 For the army of the Syrians * came 
with a small company of men, and the 
Lorp ‘delivered a very great host into 
their hand, because they had forsaken the 
Lorp God of their fathers. So they 7 ex- 
ecuted judgment against Joash. 

25 And when they were departed from 
him, (for they left him in great diseases, ) 
*his own servants conspired against him 
for the blood of the sons of Jehoiada the 
priest, and slew him on his bed, and he 
died : and they buried him in the city of 
David, but they buried him not in the se- 
pulchres of the kings. 

26 And these are they that conspired 
against him ; * Zabad the son of Shimeath 
an Ammonitess, and Jehozabad the son of 
*Shimrith a Moabitess. 

27 { Now concerning his sons, and the 
greatness of °the burdens laid upon him, 
and the repairing of the house of God, 
behold, they are written in the ’ story of 
the book of the kings. ‘And Amaziah his 


son reigned in his stead.

9 Moreover Uzziah built towers in Jeru- 
salem at the § corner gate, and at the val- 
ley gate, and at the turning of the wall, 
and ° fortified them.

15 And they gathered their brethren, 
and ™ sanctified themselves, and came, ac- 
cording to the commandment of the king, 
“by the words of the Lorp, "to cleanse 
the house of the Lorp. 

16 And the priests went into the inner 
part of the house of the Lorp, to cleanse 
wt, and brought out all the uncleanness' 
that they found in the temple of the Lorp 
into the court of the house of the Lorp. 
And the Levites took it, to carry i out 
abroad into the brook Kidron. 

17 Now they began on the first day of 
the first month to sanctify, and on the 
eighth day of the month came they to the

| 26 And the Levites stood with the in- 
struments *of David, and the priests with 
*the trumpets. 

27 And Hezekiah commanded to offer 
the burnt offering upon the altar. And 
‘when the burnt offering began, » the song 
of the Lorp began also with the trumpets, 
and with the "instruments ordained by Da- 
vid king of Israel. 

28 And all the congregation worshipped, 
and the ‘singers sang, and the trumpeters 
sounded: and all this continued until the 
burnt offering was finished. 

29 And when they had made an end of 
offering, *the king and all that were ™ pre- 
sent with him bowed themselves, and wor- 
shipped. 

30 Moreover Hezekiah the king and the 
'ptinces commanded the Levites to sing 
praise unto the Lorp with the words of 
David, and of Asaph the seer. And they 
sang praises with gladness, and they bow- 
ed their heads and worshipped. 

31 Then Hezekiah answered and said, 
Now ye have ” consecrated yourselves unto 
the Lorp, come near and bring sacrifices 
and “thank offerings into the house of the 
‘Lorp.

32 And the number of the burnt offer- 
ings, which the congregation brought, was 
threescore and ten bullocks, an hundred 
rams, and two hundred lambs: all these 
were for a burnt offering to the Lorp. 

33 And the consecrated things were six 
hundred oxen and three thousand sheep. 

34 But the priests were too few, so that 
they could not flay all the burnt offerings : 
wherefore * their brethren the Levites ° did 
help them, till the work was ended, and 
until the other priests had sanctified them- 
selves: ‘for the Levites were more £up- 
right in heart to sanctify themselves. than 
the priests. 

35 And also the burnt offerings were in 
abundance, with "the fat of the peace of- 
ferings, and ‘the drink offerings for every 
burnt offering. So the service of the house 
of the Lorp was set in order. 

36 And Hezekiah rejoiced, and all the 
people, that God had prepared the. people :|| 
for the thing was done suddenly.

ND Hezekiah sent to all Israel and 
Judah, and wrote letters also to 
Ephraim and Manasseh, that they should 
come to the house of the Lorp at Jerusa- 
lem, to keep the passover unto the Lorp 
God of Israel. 

2 For the king had taken. counsel, and 
his princes, and all the congregation in Je- 
rusalem, to keep the passover in the second 
* month. 

3 For they could not keep it »at that 
time, ° because the priests had not sanctifi- 
ed themselves sufficiently, neither had the 
people gathered themselves together to Je- 
rusalem.

4 And the thing * pleased the king and 
all the congregation. j 

39 So they established a decree to make 
proclamation throughout all Israel, from 
Beer-sheba even to Dan, that they should 
come to keep the passover unto the Lorp 
God of Israel at Jerusalem: for they had 
not done @t of a long time in such sort as 


it was written. 


6 So the posts went with the letters 
’ from the king and his princes throughout 
all Israel and Judah, and according to the 
commandment of the king, saying, Ye 
children of Israel, ¢turn again unto the 
Lorp God of Abraham, Isaac, and Israel, 
and he will return to the remnant of you, 
that are escaped out of the hand of *the 
kings of Assyria.

ness of his wrath may turn away from you. 
9 For if ye turn again unto the Lorp, 
your brethren and your children shall find 
‘compassion before them that lead them 
captive, so that they shall come again into 
this land: for the Lorp your God is ! gra- 
cious and merciful, and will not turn away 
his face from you, if ye ™return unto him.

6 And concerning the children of Israel 
and Judah, that dwelt in the cities of Ju- 
dah, they also brought in the tithe of oxen 
and sheep, and the "tithe of holy things 
which were consecrated unto the Lorp 
their God, and laid them ‘by heaps. 

7 In the third month they began to lay 
the foundation of the heaps, and finished 
them in the seventh month. 

8 And when Hezekiah and the princes 
came and saw the heaps, they blessed the 
Lorp, and his people Israel.

17 Both to the genealogy of the priests 
by the house of their fathers, and the Le- 
vites ™ from twenty years old and upward, 
in their charges by their courses ; 

18 And to the genealogy of all their 
little ones, their wives, and their sons, and 
their daughters, through all the congrega- 
Ition: for in their ‘set office they sanctified 
themselves in holiness :

17 1 He wrote also letters to rail on the 
Lorp God of Israel, and to speak against 
him, saying, * As the gods of the nations 
of other lands have not delivered their 
people out of mine hand, so shall not the 
God of Hezekiah deliver his people out of 
mine hand. 

18 * Then they cried with a loud voice 
in the Jews’ speech unto the people of Je- 
rusalem ‘that were on the wall, to affright 
them, and to trouble them ; that they might 
take the city. 

19 And they spake against the God of Je- 
rusalem, as against the gods of the people 
of the earth, which were "the work of the 
hands of man. 

20 * And for this cause Hezekiah the 
king, and ¥the prophet Isaiah the son of 
Amoz, prayed and cried to heaven. 

21 4@*And the Lorp sent an angel, 
which cut off all the mighty men of valour, 
and the leaders and captains in the camp 
of the king of Assyria. So he returned 
with shame of face to his own land. And 
when he was come into the house of his 
god, they that came forth of his own bow- 
els ‘slew him there with the sword.

27 4 And Hezekiah had exceeding much 
riches and honour: and he made himself 
treasuries for silver, and for gold, and for’ 
precious stones, and for spices, and for 
shields, and for all manner of " pleasant 
jewels ; 

28 Storehouses also for the increase of 
corn, and wine, and oil; and stalls for all 
manner of beasts, and cotes for flocks. 

29 Moreover he provided him cities, and 
possessions of flocks and herds in abun- 
dance: for ‘God had given him substance 
very much. 

30 * This same Hezekiah also stopped 
the upper watercourse of Gihon, and 
brought it straight down to the west side 
of the city of David. And Hezekiah pros- 
pered in all his works. 

31 4 Howbeit in the business of the 
“ambassadors of the princes of Babylon, 
who ‘sent unto him to enquire of the won- 
der that was done in the land, God left 
him, to ™try him, that he might know all 
that was in his heart. 

32 4 Now the rest of the acts of Heze- 
kiah, and his * goodness, behold, they are 
written in ” the vision of Isaiah the prophet, 
the son of Amoz, and in the ° book of the 
kings of Judah and Israel. 

33 ? And Hezekiah slept with his fathers, 
and they buried him in the ‘chiefest of 
the sepulchres of the sons of David: and 
all Judah andthe imhabitants of Jerusa- 
lem did him ‘honour at his death. And 
Manasseh his son reigned in his stead. 


CHAP. XXXIII.

[JANASSEH *was twelve years old 
when he began to reign, and he reign- 
ed fifty and five years in Jerusalem: 

2 But did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lorp, like unto the » abomina- 
tions of the heathen, whom the Lorp had 
cast out before the children of Israel. 

3 4 For “he built again the high places 
which Hezekiah his father had ° broken 
down, and he reared up altars for Baalim, 
and “made groves, and worshipped © all 
the host of heaven, and served them. 

4 Also he built altars in the house of the 
Lorp, whereof the Lorp had said, ‘In Je- 
rusalem shall my name be for ever. 

2 And he built altars for all the host of 
heaven *in the two courts of the house of 
the Lorp. 

6 * And he cansed_ his children to pass 
through the fire in the valley of the son 
of Hinnom: ‘also he observed times, and 
used enchantments, and used witchcraft, 
and “dealt with a familiar spirit, and with 
wizards: he wrought much evil in the 
sight of the Lorp, to provoke him to an- 
ger. 

7 And the set a carved image, the idol 
which he had made, in the house of God, 
of which God had said to David and to 
Solomon his son, In ™this house, and in 
Jerusalem, which I have chosen before all 
the tribes of Israel; will I put my name 
for ever : . 

8 » Neither will I any more remove the 
foot of Israel from out of the land which 
I have appointed for your fathers; so 
that they will take heed to do all that I 
have commanded them, according to the 
Whole law and the statutes and the ordi- 
nances by the hand of Moses. 

9 So Manasseh made Judah and the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem to err, and to do 

Worse than the heathen, whom the Lorp 
“had destroyed before the children of Israel. 
19 And the Lorp spake to Manasseh,

22 But he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lorp, as did Manasseh 
his father: for Amon sacrificed unto all 
the carved images which Manasseh his 
father had made, and served them ; 

23 And humbled not himself before the 
Lorp, ‘as Manasseh his father had hum- 
bled himself; but Amon /trespassed more 
and more. 

24 °And his servants conspired against 
him, and slew him in his own house.

Josiah his son king in his stead. 

CHAP. XXXIV.

OSIAH ‘was cight years old when he 
began to reign, and he reigned in Je- 
rusalem one and thirty years. 

2 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the Lorp, and walked in the 
ways of David his father, and declined 
neither to the right hand, nor to the left. 

3 4 For in the eighth year of his reign, 
while he was yet young, he began to 
>’seek after the God of David his father: 
and in the twelfth year he began ° to 
purge Judah and Jerusalem * from the 
high places, and the groves, and the carv- 
ed images, and the molten images.

4 ¢And they brake down the altars of 
Baalim in his presence; and the “images, 
that were on high above them, he cut 
down; and the groves, and the carved 
images, and the molten images, he brake 
in pieces, and made dust of them, ‘and 
strowed if upon the ? graves of them that 
had sacrificed unto them. 

5 And he & burnt the bones of the 
priests upon their altars, and cleansed Ju- 
dah and Jerusalem. 

6 And so did he in the cities of Manas- 
seh, and Ephraim, and Simeon, even unto 
Naphtali, with their “mattocks round about. 

7 And when he had broken down the 
altars and the groves, and had * beaten 
the graven images “ into powder, and cut 
down all the idols throughout all the land 
of Israel, he returned to Jerusalem.

9 And when they came to Hilkiah the 
high priest, they delivered k the money that 
was brought into the house of God, which 
the Levites that kept the doors had gather- 
ed of the hand of Manasseh and Ephraim, 
and of all the remnant of Israel, and of all 
Judah and Benjamin ; and they returned 
to Jerusalem. 

10 And they put it in the hand of the 
workmen that had the oversight of the 
house of the Lorn, and they gave it to the 
workmen that wrought in the house of the 
Lorp, to repair and amend the house: 

11 Even to the artificers and builders 
gave they it, to buy hewn stone, and tim- 
ber for couplings, and °to floor the houses 
which the kings of Judah had destroyed.

Merari; and Zechariah and Meshullam, 
of the sons of the Kohathites, to set it for- 
ward ; and other of the Levites, all that 
could skill of instruments of musick. 

13 Also they were over the bearers of 
burdens, and were overseers of. all that 
wrought the work in any manner of ser- 
vice: ‘and of the Levites there were 
scribes, and officers, and porters. 

14 { And when they brought out the 
money that was brought into the house of 
the Lorp, Hilkiah the priest ™ found a 
book of the law of the Lorp gwen Sby 
Moses. 

15 And Hilkiah answered and said to 
Shaphan the scribe, I have found the book 
of the law in the house of the Lorp. And 
Hilkiah delivered the book to Shaphan.

3 And said unto the Levites © that 
taught all Israel, which were holy unto 
the Lorp, ‘ Put the holy ark * in the house 
which Solomon the son of David king of 
Israel did build; *7é shall not be a burden 
upon your shoulders: serve now the Lorp 
your God, and his people Israel, 

4 And prepare yourselves by the ‘ houses

9 Nevertheless "we made our prayer 
unto our God, and set a watch against 
them day and night, because of them.

CHAP. VIII. 


1 The religious manner of reading and hearing the law. 9 
They comfort the people. 13 The Sorwardness of them to 
hear and be instructed. 16 They keep the feast of taber- 
nacles. [BEFORE cuRisT 445.] 


ND all *the people gathered them- 
selves together as one man into the 
street that was *before the water gate ; 
and they spake unto Ezra the ‘scribe to 
bring the book of the law of Moses, which 
the Lorp had commanded to Israel. 

2 And Ezra the priest brought ‘the law 
before the congregation both of men and 
women, and all “that could hear with un- 
derstanding, * upon the first day of the 
seventh month. 

3 And he read therein before the street 
that was before the water gate * from the 
morning until midday, before the men and 
the women, and those that could under- 
stand; and the ears of all the people were 
attentive unto the book of the law. 

4 And Ezra the scribe stood upon a 
“pulpit of wood, which they had made for the 
purpose ; and beside him stood Mattithiah, 
and Shema, and Anaiah, and Urijah, and 
Hilkiah, and Maaseiah, on his right hand; 
and on his left hand, Pedaiah, and Mishael, 
and Malchiah, and Hashum, and Hash- 
badana,: Zechariah, and Meshullam. 

® And Ezra opened the book in the 
“sight of all the people; (for he was above 
all the people ;) and when he opened it, all 
the people ‘stood up : 

6 And Ezra blessed the Lorp, the great 
God. And all the people & answered, 
Amen, Amen, with * lifting up their hands: 
and they ‘bowed their heads, and wor- 
shipped the Lorp with their faces to the 
ground. 

7 Also Jeshua, and Bani, and Sherebi- 
ah, Jamin, Akkub, Shabbethai, Hodijah, 
Maaseiah, Kelita, Azariah, Jozabad, Ha- 
nan, Pelaiah, and the Levites, * caused the 
people to understand the law: and the 
people stood in their place. !

weep. For all the people wept, when they| 


heard the words of the law. 

10 Then he said unto them, Go your 
way, eat the fat, and drink the sweet, ? and 
send portions unto them for whom nothing 
is prepared: for this day is holy unto our 
Lorp: neither be ye sorry ; for the joy of 
the Lorp is your strength. 

11 So the Levites stilled all the people, 
saying, Hold your peace, for the day is 
holy ; neither be ye grieved. 

12 And all the people went their way 
to eat, and to drink, and to ‘send portions, 
and to make great mirth, because they 
had * understood the words that were de- 
clared unto them. 

13 {And on the second day were ga- 
thered together the chief of the fathers of 
all the people, the priests, and the Levites, 
unto Ezra the scribe, even ‘to understand 
the words of the law. 

14 And they found written in the law 
which the Lorp had commanded * by Mo- 
ses, that the children of Israel should dwell 
in ‘booths in the feast of the seventh 
month : 

15 And * that they should publish and 
proclaim in all their cities, and " in Jerusa- 
lem, saying, Go forth unto the mount, and 
* fetch olive branches, and pine branches, 
and myrtle branches, and palm branches, 
and branches of thick trees, to make booths, 
as at is written. 

16 { So the people went forth, and

4 4 Then stood up upon the * stairs, of 
the Levites, Jeshua, and Bani, Kadmiel, 
Shebaniah, Bunni, Sherebiah, Bani, and 
Chenani, and cried with a loud voice unto 
the Lorp their God. 

3 Then the Leyites, Jeshua, and Kad-! 
miel, Bani, Hashabniah, Sherebiah, Ho- 
dijah, Shebaniah, and Pethahiah, said, 
Stand up and bless the Lorp your God 
for ever and ever: and blessed be ¢thy 
glorious name, which is exalted above all 
blessing and praise. 

6 ‘Thou, even thou, art Lorp alone ; 
Sthou hast made heaven, "the heaven of

7 Thou art the Lorp the God, who 
didst choose ' Abram, and broughtest him 
forth out of Ur of the Chaldees, and gavest 
him the name of ™ Abraham ; 

8 And foundest his heart * faithful be- 
fore thee, and madest a ° covenant with him 
to give the land of the Canaanites, the 
Hittites, the Amorites, and the Perizzites, 
and the Jebusites, and the Girgashites, to 
give it, I say, to his seed, and ? hast per- 
formed thy words; for thou art righteous : 

9 1 And didst see the affliction of our fa- 


thers in Egypt, and * heardest their cry by: 


the Red Sea ; 

10 And * shewedst signs and wonders 
upon Pharaoh, and on all his servants, and 
on all the people of his land: for thou 
knewest that they ‘dealt proudly against 
them. So didst thou * get thee a name, as 
at is this day. 

11 * And thou didst divide the sea before 
them, so that they went through the midst 
of the sea on the dry land; and their per- 
~secutors thou threwest into the deeps, ¥ as 
a stone into the mighty waters. 

12 Moreover thou 7leddest them in the 
day by a cloudy pillar; and in the night 
by a pillar of fire, to give them light in 
the way wherein they should go. 

13 * Thou camest down also upon 
mount Sinai, and spakest with them from 
heaven, and gavest them ° right judg- 
ments, and “true laws, good statutes and 
commandments : 

14 And madest known unto them thy

20 Thou gavest also thy ? good spirit to 
instruct them, and withheldest not thy 
4 manna from their mouth, and gavest 
them * water for their thirst. 

21 Yea, ‘forty years didst thou sustain 
them in the wilderness, so that they lacked 
nothing ; their ‘ clothes waxed not old, and 
their feet swelled not. 

22 Moreover thou gavest them king- 
doms and nations, and didst divide them 
into corners: so they possessed the land of 
" Sihon, and the land of the king of Hesh- 
bon, and the land of Og king of Bashan. 

23 * Their children also multipliedst 
thou as the stars of heaven, and brought- 
est them into the land, concerning which 
thou hadst promised to their fathers, that 
they should go in to possess it. 

24 So the children went in and pos-

goods, * wells digged, vineyards, and olive-

26 Nevertheless they ° were disobedient, 
and rebelled against thee, and ‘ cast thy 
law behind their backs, and slew thy 
£ prophets which testified against them. to 
turn them to thee, and they wrought great 
provocations. 

27 " Therefore thou deliveredst them 
into the hand of their enemies, who 
vexed them: and in the time of their 
trouble, when they cried unto thee, thou 
‘heardest them from heaven ; and accord- 
ing to thy manifold mercies ‘k thou gavest 
them saviours, who saved them out of the 
hand of their enemies.

28 But after they had rest, *!they did 
evil again before thee: therefore leftest 
thou them in the hand of their enemies, 
so that they had the dominion over them : 
yet when they returned, and cried unto 
thee, thou heardest them from heaven ; 
and ™ many times didst thou deliver them 
according to thy mercies ; 

29 And testifiedst against them, that 
thou mightest bring them again unto thy 
law: yet they "dealt proudly, and heark- 
ened not unto thy commandments, but 
sinned against thy judgments, (° which if

24 And the chief of the Levites: Ha- 
shabiah, Sherebiah, and Jeshua the son of 
Kadmiel, with their brethren over against 
them, to praise and to give thanks, £ ac- 
cording to the commandment of David 
the man of God, ®ward over against 
ward. 

25 Mattaniah, and Bakbukiah, Obadiah, 
Meshullam, Talmon, Akkub, were porters 
keeping the ward at the * thresholds of the 
gates. 

26 These were in the days of Joiakim 
the son of Jeshua, the son of Jozadak, and 
in the days of Nehemiah ‘the governor, 
and of Ezra the priest, * the scribe. 

27 ¥ And at 'the dedication of the wall 
of Jerusalem they sought the Levites out 
of all their places, to bring them to Jeru- 
salem, to keep the dedication with glad- 
ness, “both with thanksgivings, and with

30 And the priests and the Levites puri- 
fied themselves, and purified the people, 
and the gates, and the wall. 7 

31 Then I brought up the princes of 
Judah upon the wall, and appointed two 
great companies of them that gave thanks, 
whereof * one went on the rightshand upon 
the wall °toward the dung gate : ! 

32 And after them went Hoshaiah, and 
half of the princes of Judah, we 

33 And Azariah, Ezra, and Meshullam 

34 Judah, and Benjamin, and She- 
maiah, and. Jeremiah, a 

35 And certain of the priests’ sons ? with — 
trumpets ; namely, Zechariah the son of 
Jonathan, the son of Shemaiah, the son 
of Mattaniah, the son of Michaiah, the 
son of Zaccur, the son of Asaph: 

36 And his brethren, Shemaiah, and 
Azarael, Milalai, Gilalai, Maai, Nethaneel, 
and Judah, Hanani, with ‘the musical in- 
struments of David the man of God, and 
Ezra the scribe before them. / 

37 * And at the fountain gate, which 
was over against them, they went up by 
>the stairs of the city of David, at the go- 
ing up of the wall, above the house of Da-' 
vid, even unto ‘the water gate eastward. 

38 "And the other company of them 
that gave thanks went over against them, 
and I after them, and the half of the peo- 
ple upon the wall, from beyond * the tower 
of the furnaces even unto Y the. broad 
wall; 

389 7 And from above the gate of Ephra-. 
im, and above *the old gate, and above

40 So stood the two companies of them 
that gave thanks in the house of God, and 
I, and the half of the rulers with me: 

41 And the priests ; Eliakim, Maaseiah, 
Miniamin, Michaiah, Elioenai, Zechariah, 
and Hananiah, with trumpets ; 

42 And Maaseiah, and Shemaiah, and 
Eleazar, and Uzzi, and Jehohanan, and 
Malchijah, and Elam, and Ezer. And the 
singers ‘sang loud, with Jezrahiah their 
overseer. 

43 Also that day they offered great sa- 
crifices, and rejoiced: for God had made 
them rejoice with great joy: the wives 


also and the children rejoiced: so that the 


joy of Jerusalem was heard even afar 
off. 

44 {And at that time were some ap- 
pointed over the chambers for the treasures, 
for the offerings, for the firstfruits, and for 
the tithes, to gather into them out of the 
fields of the cities the portions” of the law 
for the priests and Levites : " for Judah re- 
joiced for the priests and for the Levites 
*that waited. 

45 And both the singers and the porters 
kept the ward of their God, and the ward 
of the purification, * according to the com- 
mandment of David, and of Solomon his 
son. 

46 For in the days of David " and Asaph 
of old there were chief of the singers, and 
songs of praise and thanksgiving unto 
God. 

47 And all Israel in the days of Zerub- 
babel, and in the days of Nehemiah, gave 
the portions of the singers and the porters, 
every day his portion: ‘and they ? sancti- 
fied holy things unto the Levites; * and 
the Levites sanctified them unto the chil- 
dren of Aaron.

CHAP. XIII. 

1 Upon the reading of the law separation is made from the 
mixed multitude. 4 Nehemiah at his return causeth the 
Chambers to be cleansed. 10 He reformeth the offices in 
the house of God, 15 the violation of the sabbath, 23 


and the marriages with strange wives. [BEFORE CHRIST 
445,] 


ON that day *“ they read in the book of 

Moses in the ® audience of the people ; 
and therein was found written, » that the 
Ammonite and the Moabite should not 
come into the congregation of God for 
ever ; 

2 Because they met not the children of 
Israel with bread and with water, but 
*hired Balaam against them, that he 
should curse them: 4 howbeit our God 
turned the curse into a blessing. 

3 Now it came to pass, when they had 
heard the law, *that they separated from 
Israel all the mixed multitude. 

4 4 And before this, Eliashib the priest, 
“having the oversight of the chamber of 
the house of our God, was allied unto To- 
biah : 

9 And he had prepared for him a great 
chamber, ‘where aforetime they laid the 
meat offerings, the frankincense, and the 
vessels, and the tithes of the corn, the new 
wine, and the oil, ¢® which was command- 
ed to be given to the Levites, and the 
singers, and the porters; and the offerings 
of the priests. 

6 But in all this time was not I at Je- 
rusalem : ® for in the two and thirtieth 
year of Artaxerxes king of Babylon came 
1 unto the king, and ‘after certain days 
f obtained I leave of the king : 

7 And I caine to Jerusalem, and under- 
stood of the evil that Eliashib did for To- 
biah, in ? preparing him a chamber in the 
courts of the house of God. 

8 And it grieved me sore: therefore I 
cast forth all the houshold stuff of Tobiah 
out of the chamber. 

9 Then I commanded, and they * cleans- 
ed the chambers: and thither brought I

again the vessels of the house of God, with 
the meat offering and the frankincense. 

10 4 And I perceived that the portions 
of the Levites had 'not been given them : 
for the Levites and the singers, that did 
the work, were fled every one to ™his 
field. 

11 Then * contended I with the rulers, 
and said, ° Why is the house of God for- 
saken ? And I gathered them together, and 
set them in their ® place. 

12 > Then brought all Judah the tithe 
of the corn and the new wine and the oil 
unto the * treasuries. 

13 4 And I made treasurers over the 
treasuries, Shelemiah the priest, and Za- 
dok the scribe, and of the Levites, Peda- 
iah: and ‘next to them was Hanan the 
son of Zaccur, the son of Mattaniah: for 
they were counted * faithful, and * their 
office was to distribute unto their bre- 
thren. 

14 *Remember me, O my God, concern- 
ing this, and wipe not out my ' good deeds 
that I have done for the house of my God, 
and for the” offices thereof. 

15 4 In those days saw I in Judah some 
treading wine presses ‘on the sabbath, and 
bringing in sheaves, and lading asses ; as 
also wine, grapes, and figs, and all man- 
ner of burdens, "which they brought into 
Jerusalem on the sabbath day: and I tes- 
tified against them in the day wherein 
they sold victuals. 

16 There dwelt men of Tyre also there- 
in, Which brought fish, and all manner of 
ware, and sold on the sabbath unto the 
children of Judah, and in Jerusalem. 

17 * Then I contended with the nobles 
of Judah, and said unto them, What evil 
thing is this that ye do, and profane the 
sabbath day ? 

18 ¥ Did not your fathers thus, and did 
not our Ged bring all this evil upon us, 
and upon this city? yet ye bring more

wrath upon Israel by profaning the sab- 
bath. 

19 And it came to pass, that when the 
gates of Jerusalem * began to be dark be- 
fore the sabbath, I commanded that the 
gates should be shut, and charged that 
they should not be opened till after the 
sabbath: * and some of my servants set I 
at the gates, that there should no burden 
be brought in on the sabbath day. 

20 So the merchants and sellers of all 
kind of ware lodged without Jerusalem 
once or twice. 

21 Then I testified against them, and 
said unto them, Why lodge ye " about the 
wall? if ye do so again, I will lay hands 
on you. From that time forth came they 
no more on the sabbath. 

22 And I commanded the Levites that 
»they should cleanse themselves, and that 
they should come and keep the gates, to 
sanctify the sabbath day. ° Remember 
me, O my God, concerning this also, and 
spare me according to the ° greatness of 
thy mercy. 

23 { In those days also saw I Jews that 
?@had married wives of Ashdod, of Am- 
mon, and of Moab: 

24 And their children spake half in the 
speech of Ashdod, and ‘ could not speak in 
the Jews’ language, but according to the 
language ” of each people. 

25 And I ® contended with them, and 
* cursed them, and smote certain of them, 
and plucked off their hair, and made them 
‘swear by God, saying, Ye shall not give 
your daughters unto their sons, nor take ~ 
their daughters unto your sons, or for 
yourselves. 

26 & Did not Solomon king of Israel sin 
by these things? yet "among many na- 
tions was there no king like him, ‘who 
was beloved of his God, and God made 
him king over all Israel: ‘nevertheless even 
him did outlandish women cause to sin.

27 Shall we then hearken unto you to 
do all this great evil, to ' transgress against 
our God in marrying strange wives ? 

28 And one of the sons ™ of Joiada, the 
son of Eliashib the high priest, was son- 
in-law to. Sanballat the Horonite: there- 
fore I chased him from me. 

29 "Remember them, O my God, ‘ be- 
cause they have defiled the priesthood, and

1 Ahasuerus maketh royal feasts. 10 Vashti, sent for, re- 
fuseth to come. 13 Ahasuerus, hy the counsel of Memu- 
can, maketh the decree of men’s sovereignty. [BEFORE 
CHRIST 521.] 


Now it came to pass in the days of 
* Ahasuerus, (this is Ahasuerus which 
reigned,” from India even unto Ethiopia, 
“over an hundred and seven and twenty 
provinces :) 
2 That in those days, when the king 
Ahasuerus ‘sat on the throne of his king- 
dom, which was in * Shushan the palace, 

3 In the third year of his reign, he 
‘made a feast unto all his princes and his 
servants ; the power of Persia and Media, 
the nobles and princes of the provinces, 
being before him : okt ' 

4 When he shewed the riches of his 
glorious kingdom and the honour of his 
excellent majesty many days, even an 
hundred and fourscore days. 

5 And when these days were expired, 
the king made a feast unto all the people 
that were “present in Shushan the palace, 
both unto great and small, seven days, in 
the court of the garden of the king’s pa- 
lace ; 

6 Where were white, green, and * blue 
hangings, fastened with cords of fine linen 
and purple to silver rings and pillars of 
marble : the beds were of gold and silver,

upon a pavement “of red, and blue, and 
white, and black marble. 

7 And they gave them drink in vessels 
of gold, (the vessels being diverse one from 
another,) and “royal wine in abundance, 
‘according to the state of the king. 

8 And the drinking was according to 
the law ; none did compel : for so the king 
had appointed to all the officers of his 
house, that they should do according to 
every man’s pleasure. 

9 Also Vashti the queen made a feast 
for the women in the royal house which 
belonged to king Ahasuerus. 

10 4 On the seventh day, when "the 
heart of the king was merry with wine, he 
commanded Mehuman, Biztha, ‘ Harbona, 
Bigtha, and Abagtha, Zethar, and Carcag, 
the seven ‘chamberlains that served in 
the presence of Ahasuerus the king, 

11 To bring Vashti the queen before 
the king with the crown royal, to shew the 
people and the princes her beauty: for 
she was * fair to look on. 

12 But the queen Vashti refused to 
come at the king’s commandment * by his 
chamberlains: therefore was the king 
very wroth, and his anger burned in 
him. 

13 4 Then the king said to the © wise 
men, ' which knew the times, (for so was

the king’s manner toward all that knew 
law and judgment : 

14 And the next unto him was Carshe- 
na, Shethar, Admatha, Tarshish, Meres, 
Marsena, and Memucan, the ™seven 
princes of Persia and Media, » which saw 
the king’s face, and which sat the first in 
the kingdom ;) 

15 ‘ What shall we do unto the queen 
Vashti according to law, because she hath 
not performed the commandment of the 
king Ahasuerus by the chamberlains ? 

16 And Memucan answered before the 
king and the princes, Vashti the queen hath 
not done wrong to the king only, but also 
to all the princes, and to all the people that 
are in all the provinces of the king Aha- 
suerus. 

17 For this deed of the queen shall come 
abroad unto all women, so that they shall 
° despise their husbands in their eyes, when 
it shall be reported, The king Ahasuerus 
commanded Vashti the queen to be brought 
in before him, but she came not. 

18 Likewise shall the ladies of Persia 
and Media say this day unto all the king’s 
princes, which have heard of the deed of 
the queen. Thus shall there arise too 
much contempt and wrath. 

19 * If it please the king, let there go a 
royal commandment ' from him, and let it 
be written among the laws of the Persians 
and the Medes, “that it be not altered, 
That Vashti come no more before king 
Ahasuerus ; and let the king give her royal 
estate ” unto another that is better than she. 

20 And when the king’s decree which 
he shall make shall be published through- 
out all his empire, (for it is great,) all the 
wives shall? give to their husbands honour, 
both to great and small. 

21 And the saying ° pleased the king 
and the princes; and the king did accord- 
ing to the word of Memucan: 

22 For he sent letters into all the king’s 
provinces, ‘into every province according

7s Wega these things, when the wrath 
of king Ahasuerus was appeased, he 
remembered Vashti, and what she had 
done, and * what was decreed against her. 

2 Then said the king’s servants that 
ministered unto him, Let there be fair 
young virgins sought for the king: 

3 And let the king appoint officers in 
all the provinces of his kingdom, that they 
may gather together all the fair young 
virgins unto Shushan the palace, to the 
house of the women, * unto the custody of 
>Hege the king’s chamberlain, keeper of 
the women; and let their things for puri- 
fication be given them: 

4 And let the maiden which pleaseth the 
king be queen instead of Vashti. And 
the thing pleased the king ; and he did so. 

5 § Now in Shushan the palace there 
was a certain Jew, whose name was Mor- 
decai, the son of Jair, the son of Shimei, 
the son of Kish, a Benjamite ; 

6 » Who had been carried away from 
Jerusalem with the captivity which had 
been carried away with ° Jeconiah king of 
Judah, whom Nebuchadnezzar the king of 
Babylon had carried away. 

7 And he *brought up Hadassah, that 
is, Esther, ‘his uncle’s daughter: for she 
had neither father nor mother, and the 
maid was ° fair and beautiful ; whom Mor- 
decai, when her father and mother were 
dead, took for his own daughter. 

8 {| So it came to pass, when’ the king’s

obtained kindness of him; and he speedily |, 


gave her her * things for purification, with 
¥such things as belonged to her, and sev- 
en maidens, which were meet to be giv- 
en her, out of the king’s house: and ® he 
preferred her and her maids unto the best 
place of the house of the women. 

10 ‘Esther had not shewed her people 
nor her kindred: for Mordecai had charg- 
ed her that she should not shew it. 

11 And Mordecai walked every day be- 
fore the court of the women’s house, * to 
know how Esther did, and what should be- 
come of her. 

12 4 Now when every maid’s turn was 
come to go in to king Ahasuerus, after 
that she had been twelve months, according 
to the manner of the women, (for so were 
the days of their purifications accomplish- 
ed, fo wit, six months with oil of myrrh, 
and six months with sweet odours, and 
with other things for the purifying of the 
women ;) 

18 Then thus came every maiden unto 
the king ; whatsoever she desired was giv- 
ea her to go with her out of the house of 
the women unto the king’s house. 

14 In the evening she went, and on the 
morrow she returned into the second house 
of the women, to the custody of Shaashgaz, 
the king’s chamberlain, which kept the 
concubines: she came in unto the king no 
more, except the king delighted in her, and 
that she were called by name. 

15 { Now when the turn of Esther, 
€the daughter of Abihail the uncle of Mor- 
decai, who had taken her for his daughter, 
was come to go in unto the king, she re- 
quired nothing but what Hegai the king’s 
chamberlain, the keeper of the women,

appointed. And Esther obtained favour in 
the sight of all them that looked upon her. 

16 So Esther was taken unto king Aha- 
suerus into his house royal in the tenth 
month, which zs the month Tebeth, in the 
seventh year of his reign. 

17 And the king loved Esther above all 
the women, and she obtained grace and 
‘favour *in his sight more than all the vir- 
gins ; so that he set the royal crown upon 
her head, and made her queen instead of 
Vashti. 

18 Then the king * made a great feast 


junto all his princes and his servants, even 


Esther’s feast; and he made a ‘release to 
the provinces, and gave gifts, according to 
the state of the king. 

19 And when the virgins were gathered 
together the second time, then Mordecai 
sat ‘in the king’s gate. 

20 * Esther had not yet shewed her kin- 
dred nor her people; as Mordecai had 
charged her: for Esther did the couimand- 
ment of Mordecai, like as when she was 
brought up with him. 

21 4 'In those days, while Mordecai sat 
in the king’s gate, two of the king’s cham- 
berlains, ” Bigthan and Teresh, of those 
which kept “the door, were wroth, and 
sought to lay hand on the king Ahasuerus. 

22 And the thing was known to Morde- 
cai, ™ who told it unto Esther the queen; 
and Esther certified the king thereof in 
Mordecai’s name. 

23 And when inquisition was made of 
the matter, it was found out; therefore 
they were both hanged on a tree: and it 
was written in "the book of the chronicles 
before the king. 


CHAP. III.

2 And all the king’s servants, that were 
°in the king’s gate, bowed, and reverenced 
Haman: for the king had so commanded 
concerning him. But Mordecai ‘bowed 
not, nor did him reverence. 

3 Then the king’s servants, which were 
in the king’s gate, said unto Mordecai, 
Why transgressest thou the * king’s com- 
mandment ? 

4 Now it came to pass, when they spake 
daily unto him, and he hearkened not unto 
them, that they told Haman, to see whe- 
ther Mordecai’s matters would stand: for 
he had told them that he was a Jew. 

5 And when Haman saw that Mordecai 
fbowed not, nor did him reverence, then 
was Haman £ full of wrath. 


6 And he thought scorn to lay hands on’ 


Mordecai alone; for they had shewed him 
the people of Mordecai: wherefore Haman 
* sougnt to destroy all the Jews that were 
throughout the whole kingdom of Ahasue- 
rus, even the people of Mordecai. 

7 ¥ Inthe first month, that 2s, the month 
Nisan, in the twelfth year of king Ahasue- 
rus, ‘they cast Pur, that as, the lot, before 
Haman from day to day, and from month 
to month, to the twelfth month, that is, 
the month Adar. 

8 { And Haman said unto king Ahasu- 
erus, There is a certain people scattered 
abroad and dispersed among the people in 
all the provinces of thy kingdom; and 
*their laws are diverse from all people ; 
neither keep they the king’s laws: there- 
fore it 7s not “for the king’s profit to suffer 
them. 

9 If it please the king, let it be written 
‘that they may be destroyed: and I will 
“pay ten thousand talents of silver to the 
hands of those that have the charge of the 
business, to bring a into the king’s treasu- 
ries. 

10 And the king 'took ™his ring from

Adar ; and on the fourteenth day ° of the 
same rested they, and made it a day of 
feasting and gladness.
